Mr. Ursan, Dec. 8. 
SEND you a fketch (Plate 1.) of 
the North fide of Bodiam caftle in 

Suffex. Ivis fituated on the bank of 
the Rother, a fmall river which 
empties itfelf into the fea at Rye, 
about twelve or fifteen miles below 
the cafile; it is very fe in many 
of its parts, but unin rabitable except 
at fome periods, when a cottager has 
been permitted to rcfide within its 
walls. Jt is the property of the Web- 
fler family; the late Sir Godfrey hav- 
ing a confiderable efiate in the parith 
of Bodiam, and the patronage of the 
retory, if Iam not miltaken. Acca- 
rate accounts of the cafile may be 
found in the topographical accounts 
of Suffex, fome of which I happen to 
have immediately at hand. From its 
Jow fituation it could never command 
the country; but I am inclined to 
think it might be ufed as a defence 
againft an attack from any invading 
enemy, for, from a view of the coun- 
trv, it appears as if the fea had gradu- 
ally declined from that fpot. J.

Steele himfelf, who may be fuppo- 
fed much better acquainted with the 
fubject, as he is the ARCH-PROJECTOR' 
of this nation, and once conceived the 
ftupendous plan of reforming its mo- 
rals, which we have all been nibbling 
at fince, fays, ‘* There cannot be a 
more ridicufous animal than one who 
fecins to regard the good of others.

Nor is the tumily more numerous than 
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the infinity of defigns by whieh, they 
have fought to raife their tame and 
fortune, and confequently benefit man- 
kind. No fubftauce, created or uncre- 
ated, has eicaped their inventive or con- 
vertive powers. Body and mind are 
alike fubjected to their experiments: 
art and nature are alike pregnant with 
materials for the ingenuity of their 
fchemes : yet |] muft confels that this 
variety, however honourable to that 
upiverfal genius which is the proud 
boaft of fome moderns, has tended in 
a preat mncafure to confound the merit 
of Projectors, and throw an air of ridi- 
cule ugon their labours when viewed 
in the luiap. Molt of our family have 
felt “the unreafonable ditproportion 
of praite or blame;” and the high 
honours of philofophical relearch have 
fometimes been beftowed on the con- 
triver of oniy a paltry convenience. 
Thus the pame of the inventor of the 
telefvope is litle known to the gene- 
ralrty of thofe who have agreed to kee 
in perpetual remembrance the illufin- 
ous characler who firtt taught us to 
place a wine-glafS on a fquare piece of 
inen. There are difputcs among the 
learned relating to the right of Galileo, 
while that of Doyley ts acknov-ledged 
by univerfal fuflrage. And the ime- 
mory of the pariiamentary renown of 
alate eminent (ta:cfaan is fait goin 
Into the kand of oblivion, while it witt 
never be forgotten that he was the firtt 
who placed a fice of ham between two 
flices of bread -and butter More re- 
cently ftill, a young nobleman has 
thruit himfelf into the rank of PRo- 
secTors, by no other merit than that 
of bringing fkirt. into difrepute, and 
chaning the fuli-length of a great coat 
to the fize ofa kit-cat. 

Asaiai mult be remarked, for Ido 
net wih to gions over the little infir- 
mities of our order, that Projectors, like 
pocts, ace lable to fail into the lathes, 
when they attumpt too many tings, 
when they aix heroifin with bombati, 
and the grave with the familiar. It is 
realiy whunfical to fee a plan for intro- 
ducing lax principles of relizion in ihe 
fame voluiwe with directions for trant= 
planting hedges; aud the fame jun 
contriving to make corch-lamps_fia- 
uonary, who had jute before writen 
on the perpetual motion. Yet thus it 
always is with our numerous family ; 
and it mult freguendy re:nind the puts 
hich of Horace’s compofiten of a man, 
ahorle, a ftifh, and a woman.

Samuel Hartib was the fon of the 
King of Poland’s merchant, who, 
when the Jefuits prevailed in that 
couutry, was obliged to remove lumielf 
inte Pruflia, where he fertled and built 
the firft houfe of credit at Llbing, 
which coft him many thoutand of rix- 
dollars in thofe cheap days.

Some 
of them have been privy counfellors 
to the Emperor, {ome to other infe- 
rior prinéss ; foie Syndics of Aulperg 
and Norimberg. Ket they patie! at- 
terwards not fo ftricily tor Gdallanta 
in the Empire, when fome turned 
merchants, which is derogatory to 
the German nobility. 1 may {peak 
at with a fate coufcience, that [ never, 
- all the days of tiny life, reflecled te- 
noully upon my pedigree, preferring 
my heaseniy birth aboye all tuch va- 
vittes; and afterwards findving more, 
to this very day, to be ulctul to God's 
creatures and ferviceable to bis church, 
than to be rich or honourabie 3.” 

He was the iffue of a third wife, his 
father having married two ‘ Polonian 
ladies, ot noble extraction.” This third

In 1645, he publifhed «* The Dif- 
courfe of Flanders Lluf{bandry.” 4to. 
about 24 pages; not then knosving 
who was the aather: the “ Legacy” 
to his fons, which relaics allo to the 
cultivation of their ctiates, confilts of 
three quarto paces, and was written on 
the author's death-bhed 1045. The author 
was Sir RicHarp WeEstToNn, whom 
Harte apprehends to be the Sir Richard 
Watton “ who was ambaflador from 
Lengland to Frederick V. eleQor Pala- 
tue, and king of Bohemia, in 1619, 
and preient at the famous battle of 
Prazue, concerning which a curious 
relation of his, by way of letter, 18 full 
preferved in MS {j." It is remarked in 
the Philotophical Tranfactions, that 
England has profited in agricultuite to 
the amount of many millions, by fol- 
lowing the direétions laid down in this 
little treaufe, which has always been 
looked upon as a capital performance 
in hufbandry F. 

Alout 1750, a piece was ignorant 
publifhed wader Sit R. Welton's name, 
entiuled “A treatrie concerning the 
Hufbandry and natural hitiory of Eng- 
land.” 8vo. Which performance is a 

r jeyune abridgement of ** [artlib’s 
gacy **.” 

At fecms that Hartlib afterwards, in 
order to enlarge and better explain this 
famous difcourte, sublithed. another 
edition, and annexcd Dr. Beati's anno- 
tations to it. In tis epitile dedicatory 
to the edition 1055, +4to. he fays, 
« Agriculture is one of the nobleft and 
mott neceflary parts of indultry, be- 
longing to a commonwealth, the firft 
ground of mutual trading between 
men, and the.weil-fpring of wealth in 
all well-ordered iucieties tf.” 

In 1052, Harilib publithed «* Mis 
Legacy, or an enlargement of the difz 
courfe of Hufbandry ufed in Brabant 
aml Flanders.” Lond. 4to qf. This 


faanous work was only drawn up at

Mr. Urnzay, Carlijle, Sept. 27,1801. 
PON anv pernfat of Mr. Craik- 
fhank’s eeond paper, my ferprife 
and afiomifhment were truly great, (bat 
afterwy paper lueh experiments fhould 
be given tu the pubhek. Butto ana- 
Isvfethem. At firft I though: then un- 
deferving of notice 5 but refleAing how 
artfully the publick has been deceived 
and gulled by thofe experimenters, I 
thoughti: better to give them a curfory 
examination. 
His firfi experimet with onc mea- 
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fure of pure wafhed hydrocarbonate, 
and two meatures of what they call ox- 
ygenated muriatic acidgas, mixed toge- 
ther for the {pace of 24 hours; he fays, 
‘that, upon water being admitted, the 
fluid inflantly rofe, and the yas occu- 
picd only 43 parts of. a meature, or a 
diminution of 257 meafures had taken 
place. The refiduary gas being agitated 
with fime-water, g. parts more were 
abforbed, evidently carbonic acid gas. 
The wathed srclidaum was inflamma- 
ble, and burned with a blue flame, exe 
aly fimilar to the gazeous oxide, but’ 
very different fram that of the original 
hydrocarbonate. This experiment was 
repeated with nearly the fame refit.” 

Now, Mr. Urban, what a fiaall pro- 
portion of carbonic acid appears in this 
experiment, not one tenth of the hy- 
drocarbonate employed ; but then, fays 
he, this gafeous oxyde was the refiduam, 
‘that the wafhed (hvdrocarbonate) re- 
quires only 105 meafure of oxygen, and 
with the water produces about 115 
mieafure of carbonic acid.” Therefore, 
even with the fuppoled gafeous oxyde, 
there is 2 great deficiency. But when 
he fired thefe airs over mercury, the 
mercury rofe and filled two thirds of 
the veel, (one third of which, he favs, 
is fixed air), there benz no water ad- 
mittted to abfurb the muriatic gas ; for, 
according to him, ‘ there was a little 
moifture depofited on its fides, which, 
probably, ablorbed the whole of the 
common muriatic acid gas produced.” 
Surcly, Mr. Urban, vou cannot but 
finile with me at fuch a fuppofition. 
When he is anxious to_obtain fis fixed 
air, he wafhes the refiduum well with 
lime water; but when none of the mue 
riatic gas is to appcar, NO water is to be 
admitted. 

Pray Mr. C. how do you know that 
this abforbed gas was fined air? Do 
not you fuppore that, by agitating it in 
lime water, the water and earth of the 
lime might ablorb the muriatic acid, 
even the oxycenated, as it is called? 
Bat (ippofing it was fixed air; the hy- 
drocarbonates mizht, when decoin- 
pounded of their fixed fire by this Rrong 
acid, have foine fixed air ia its compo- 
fition. Will not this acid, and the ni- 
trous acid, decompound even oils of 
their fixed fire? Even camphor burns 
in the former; and he allows, that thefe 
hvdrucarbonate airs have one tenth of 
fixed air io them. 

Mr. Cy in fome of his experiments, 
wheo he wanted to reduce the bulk of

TIE fansous Le Clere was the an- 
thor of a literary journal with the 
above title, which commenced in Ja- 
nuary, 1636, at Amficzdam. 7 pare 
pofe fending you trom time to time 
feleét extracts from it, with occafional 
iluftrations and remarks of my own. 
I now fend you fome extracts from the 
firft article in the Bibliotheque, which 
contains a Review of the Epifdles of 
Grotius. Scoro Britannus. 
"The Fpifiles of Grouus were pub- 
Iifhed at Amifterdam in !686, in‘one 
volume folio, with the following tile, 
‘* Hugonis Grotit Epiftola, ex offigina 
Blaviana.” This valaine contains up- 
wards of 2500 letters of that great man, 
in chronological order. The tirft, which 
is addreed to M. de Thou, is dated 
April 1, 15900; and the lat, whien is 
adcdrefled to Witham Grotius, is dated 
July 1645, a month hetose the author's 
death. ‘Phefe letters comprehend an 
immenfe variety of fubjeets. Le Cler> 
arranges his extracts from them under 
the five following heads: Criticfin, 
Theology, Jurifjredence, Hiltory, and 
Politics. The tubject of the Griff ex- 
tract, under the head of Criticifm, is 
the origin of the Latin Tanguaze ; 
which, accocding to Grotius, tas | 
fearcely any words that can be traced 
back to Phrygia, whence the Latins 
derived ther origin; nor even to Erru- 
ria, whole lanzusge was the moll an- 
tientin Ttaly. He endeavours to fhew

MONG the publications which 
A have lately iiued from the prefs, 
there is none which has excited more 
general notice thaa I)r. Viticent's 
** Defence of Public Education.” ‘The 
firbject difcuffed in this defence is 
doutalefs of the greateft importance, 
and the authors concerned are all inen 
of kuown literary eminence.

But it appears to me,: after an 
attentive perufal of the above pamphlet, 
that Dr. Viacent, in his zeal to defend 
the feminary over whith he prefides 
from what he deems an unjuft accufa- 
von, has mifunderfood and confequent- 
ly mifreprejented the obiervations both 
ofthe Bifhop of Meath, and of the 
Matter of the Temple. But, that you 
may not fuppofe my opinion to be 
founded on a fuperticial view of this 
pamphlet, I wiil fubinit to the con- 
fideratiun of your readers a few remarks, 
in confirmation of it.

The 
ten telected fer relief had, exclufive of 
their wives, no lefs than feventy-leven 
children, and all their tneomes united 
did mot amount to more than two hun- 
dred and fixty four pounds per aaum. 
When they had received Mr. Sieck's 
donation, there were not fewer perhaps 
than ninety-feven perfons, great and 
dmall, fublitiing npon 3641. for the 
year; fo that, atter receiving tne chari- 
ty, nmefy-jercn perfons were tull come 
peiled to dive upon somewhat lels thaa 


When we confider, that many poor 
curates went away in great difirefs, 
unfuccelsful applicants for the beauty, 
and how very many i family of thole 
who fucceeded were itlitied by it, Ecan 
hardly conceive hew thole in affluent 
circumfances can ditpofe of their tue 

erfluities im a manner more tor the 
Ponour of region and humanity, and . 
where their liberality witt be leis likely 
to be abated than in fecouding the 
benevolent idea of Mr. stock. Whe- 
ther this would be better dune by in- 
creating the fum of ten pounds to the 
faccefstul curates, or (which I fhould 
think preferable) eftablifhing another 
like fund for five or ten oshers of the 
fame defcription, who fhall not have 
fucceeded in their application for Mr, 
Stock’s bounty, I leave to better jud 
ments to determine.

'T was referved for father Erhanuel, 
a Carinelite frier, who refided {ome 
time at Bagdad, to difcover thiit tlic 
bricks of which the walls of Babylon 
were confiruted were impreticd with 
characters. Nicubulte aint Beauchamys 
agreed with hin in their relations; 
and, fran bricks fent by the latter to 
Paris, copies of thele infcriptions were 
traufiniued to M. Heider at Weimar, 
and to profelfor Munter at Copenhagen. 
In the mean time the Englifh af 
Judia Company ordered their governor 
at Bombay to pracure then by the re- 
fident at Bafforuh. * Thus were we 
gratified at the commencement of the 
prefent year and century at London 
with the Girlt view of inferiptions, 
which, comparing them with the Per- 
f-pelitan charaéters, as given by Le 
Bruyn, Chardin, Niebuhr, and other 
travellers, appeat to be of the fame 
origin, being only more complex, and 
connected bv long lines form. whole 
and half {quares, fiars, triangles, Se. 
fu that they prove to be a different 
combination, thdugh formed of uearly 
the fame elements, and nail-headed 
Rirokes.”"— By the Bibylonian bricks 
here exhibited the whofe difliculty, in 
revard to the origin af thef+ characters, 
is removed, as it is evident that Ba- 
bylon, in point of cultivation, was 
much earlicr than Perfepolis ; and thit 
the Chalderns were a celebrated people 
whea the name of the Perfians was 
fcarcely kriown. 3 'J'o confirm this 
npinion, and by it to prove that the 
Perfepolitan characters were derived 
from the Babytonian, [ have thought 
it ucceffury to begin this work by a 
brief examimation of the datinaly, er 
tent, and feccnces of the Babylonians ;

dts, were difeiples of the Chaldeans ; 
that the Egyptians theuifelves pro- 
Lebly derived their pyraaitds and ole- 
leks from Babylon; and thatthe Bu- 
Culonian infertptions relenble that ccle- 
Brited alyhaber, whieh othe Ludians 
call divine aad colctial (eleva socary), 
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becaufe they believe it was communi- 
cated by the Deity himfelf in a voice 
from heaven ; and [ have tried to prove 
that they were not: :ived from heaven, 
but from our eerth, aud fram the bars 
ders of the Euphrates. I have con- 
Hrined my alfertion by means of the 
Nilctan characters, tole acknowl: Ised 
cetcendants of the Judian ones; and 
this endeavoured to invalidate the opi- 
nion of their seat an'quity and boatt- 
ed originality of ese Brauans.” (Pref. 
xVi—xix. “4s the Bibylonians were 
of hich antiquity, the?r empire ali ac- 
quired great cxtent, comprehending 5; + 
riaor Aifvria and Perla; the anticnt 
Perfic lanyuage or Pelilevi was fonnd 
by Sir Willinn Jones to be a dial»ct of 
the Chaldean. The Chaldeans intro- 
duced themfzlves at all foreign courts 
by their knowledge of attrology. Cy- 
rus intradyced the Migt into Pertia ; 
and we have the authority of our 
countryman, Mr. Wiltord, that the 
names of moft of the Babylonian dei- 
ties are to be found int the antient Sant 
ent books, and are to this day wor- 
fhiped in India.” ‘The Deter thinks 
feveral veftizes of Allyrian literatare 
and arts might be found farther Fat 
beyond the Ganges and the Imaus, 
and the Aribic, now fo fae fpread, is 
adatnuhter of the Chaldaic lanauace ; 
but he declines this refeareh, and core 
tente him eif with dbierving, « that

Demothenes mentions a law 
of ‘Thefeus on a pillar of Stone; and if 
the Babylonians had no jfone pillass, 
they muft have pillars of brick, for De- 
mocritus is faid to have tran{eribed his 
moral diftourfes from a Balylonj 
pillar® ; and Jofepbust {peaks of the’ 
defcendants of Seth, before the Flood, 
erecting pillars of fione and brick. 
From thete and other intiances we may 
infer, that the writing was perpendt- 
cular rather than horizontal among the 
Eeyptians, Chinefe, and lthiopians. 
That the Babylonian bricks are to be 
read fo appears from gems, and that 
the heads of the nails ought to be u 
permoft.  Eufiathius ad If. fays, the 
antient Greeks wrote perpendicularly, 
fo do the Syrians fill; alfo the Mon- 
zols and ‘Tartars. The Perfians, in 
chaaging the perpendicular pofition of 
the Babylonian nail character into a 
horizontal one, feem to have adopted 
the moft natural way in doing fo, for 
the heads of the horizontal nails are 
all to the left. ‘Thefe Babylonian clia- 
racers are noc alphabetic letters, for 
then the fame forins muli foon recur ; 
but groups compofed of abundance of 
nails, like the various ftrokes iv the’ 
Chinefe chara@ers, all diffcrent from 
each other, and different from the 
Perfepolitan inferiptions, which being 
more fimplificd, the fame chara@ers 
frequently secur.

But a new principle is aow introduced, 
which threatens gradually to abtorb 
the whole property of the diltrict within 
its own vortex ; L imcan, the principle 
of manufactures, aided by the dilcove- 
ries lately made in the two dangerous 
fciences of Chemiliry and Mechanicks. 
The operation of this principle is ac- 
companied with another efect, of 
which it is impoflible to fpoak but in 
the language at once of forrow and in- 
dignation: indeed, it can only be con- 
fxlered ay fo much pure unmixed evil, 
moral, medical, religious, and political. 
In great manufa&ories, human corrup- 
tion accumulated in large mafles feems 
to undergo a kind of fermentation, 
which fublimes it to a degree of mnalig- 
nity not to be exceeded out of hell. On 
the other hand, fociety languifhes by 
difvertion. Iu chofe parts of the diftrict 
betore us, of which the population is 
feattered in inconfiderable villages, ci- 
vilization is in a very Dackward ftate. 
Farmers and hufbandmen are of all 
menkiud Jeatt impreflible with the 
traths of relizion. Selfith, fraudulent, 
nnlecling, intemperate, with rigid 
nerves and firm health, the hour of 
fieknels, accident, or difirets, is to be 
awaited, and that generally in vain, 
to awaken them to a fenfe of their real 
fizte. Betides, in fuch fituations ré~ 
ligtous offices are feldom performed 
with animation or effect. ‘The practice 
of medicine, from dittance, want of 
adequate rewards, and other caufes, la- 
boors under equal difadvantiges. In 
cafes of fudden alarm, thole only who 
have refided m fach fituations know 
tie dittrefs ariGag from tue want of 
rvesppt and fkiltel medical ailiftance. 
have beard of an iaftance, wiihim the 
compets of this work, tin which a 
lac afmith was caller to blecd a dutchefs. 
The police of thele diftricts is next te 
nothing; for the lower o:uer of people, 
educated without dowetic dilcipline, 
have no conception of exerciting or 
. dubusiturg 
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fuiumitting ta authority in civil tife. In 
nouptiiaturns town and diftric.., of 
which we hase feveral, there ts more 
religion, but there is more finaticrim ; 
the fedentary habs an. feeb! confti- 
tuone of artizans of inechanicks rre- 
difsofing them to religious innpref- 
fions, waile the wexsknefls of their un- 
dertrandings -<pofes th..n to ever: ce- 
tution which ie rengines any powers of 
difeernine.: to detect.

an Afvican corps, by inflrting 800 lathes, 
of which he died, inthe ifftand of Goree, 
fo long ago 4s the year 1732. He was ore 
dered for execution on the 224, and after- 
terward his body to be d:ffzeted and ana- 
tomized. A relpre was feut on the eve- 
ning ot Jan. 21, accompanied hy a not‘ce 
to the following eff-& :—** You are to give’ 
the neceffary direat:nns that the fentence 
fhiil he ex=cuted on Monday, as no further 
refpite will be granted.’’—He was, how- 
ever, agaw refpited till Thurfday the 28th; 
when he was executed purfuait to his fen- 
tence. The gallews-hunters behaved with 
great indecorum, hilling, groaning, and 
fhouting, even to his very lat moments. 
Mr. Wall was fix feet four mches Ingh, 
and of a genteel appetrance. He be- 
haved with great fleadinefs ard competurs 
during his lowg and puntul trial, which 
lated 14 hours.

In 
earlier tife, when cnllege-offices occafion- 
ally required his attendance, he had proved 
his zeal for the welfare of the fociety to 
which he belonged, by a liberal enforce- 
ment of its «lifer; line, and a judicious ar- 
rangemen' of the complicated, and at that 
time confufed, flate of its accoun's, With 
the fame affiduity and goodnefs of inten- 
tion be afterwards applied himfclf to every 
department of parochial bufinefs, with 
which, as rector, it was his province to in- 
tecfere ; and, to do this with the greater 
effefl, he afled as a magiftrate for the 
county.— The farther we trace this inte- 
sefting charaGter through life, the more 
clearly thall we perceive that its diftin- 
githing trait was the dcfre te be ufeful. The 
various public churites with which he was 
connected received more benefit, from his 
vigilance over their mn igement, ‘aud his 
atiention to their finance:, than from the 
aggregate {um of his long-continued con- 
tributions, The fame infererce may be 
di awn from the many and important trufts 
to which he was engaged; which were nu 
lefs cheerfully undertaken by him than con- 
ferentioufly and ably executed; and, with 
regad to a&s of private friendthip and be- 
nevolence, it may be confidently faid, that 
there are few, among his numerons ac- 
quaintance, but have experienced that, to 
employ Dr. M. in their fervice, was to 
oblige him. -Hence # has happened that, 
while bis well-known and acknowledged 
merits failed to procure the (mallett p:o- 
feffioral remunerativn for himfelf, never, 
perhaps, was indwidual, in his ftaion, 
snore fignally inttrumental in obtaning 
provifion for the deftitute and the deferv- 
ing. Let oot a life like this be haftily de- 
preciated asa dull cound of deudgery and 
confinement; it was, an the contrary, a life 
of perpetual amufement, of perpetual grati- 
ficatvon. That rule of prudence, “ to make 
a pleafare of bufinefs,” which is, in moft 
men, the Gow refult of habit and felf-de- 
nial, appeared in him rather a neteral 
principle of action. Hence arofe that ala- 
erity which he difplayed in conducting 

ic bufinels, and thst even flow of 
cheerfulnefs and good humour which pre 
vailed in his colloquial intercourfe. Af:er 
a-conftant refidence upon his hving, aud 
au uUeremit'ing application to the duues of 
st, thé wncreafing infirmites of old age 
warned Inm, at length, to retire from bufy 
life; and, thongh he felt no foal relu@- 
ance in quitting the fcene of his a@ivity, 
and contraéling the circle of his benefi- 
cence, yet this was foon abforbed in the 
dekcious expectation of fereneiy wearing 
ou: the thort renwinder of bis days in 

Gint. Mac. Juruary, 1083. 
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“the gay confcience of a life well fpent,” 
under the triumphant hopes of thst reli- 
gion which he had cultivated and aJorned, 
and amid the attentions of an amiable fa- 
mily, who trove, with pious emulation, to 
exprefs their fenfe of thit debt of grati- 
tude and duty which his uniform aff-€ion 
and indalgence hal rendered it impoMfible 
for them adequately to difchurge. Thus 
gradually prepared for the mo~-en‘ous 
change, furrounded with every obje@ of 
confolation, unditturbed by agony of mind 
or body, and expiring, withuut a groan, in - 
the arms of thofe whom he beft loved, the 
6 good and faithful f:rvant’? was fammone 
ed to “enter into the joy of his Lard."— 
He married the daughter of Wm, Paggen, 
efy. af Eltham, merchant of London, by 
whom ke has lef two fons, Paggen-Wi!-

Befides 
this, they had given at the houfe of 
the deceafed hot ale {weetened, and 
{pices in it, and the fame fort of cake 
in pieces. Burt if at the funeral of the 
neoer fort, inftead of hot ale they had 
barnt wine and Savoy bifcuits, and a 
piper with two Naples bifcuits fcaled 
up to carry home br their families. 

he paper in which thefe bifcuits were 

wus printed on one fide with a 
coffin, erols-bones, fkulls, hacks, 
Grades, hour-glifs, &c.; Lut this cuf- 
tow is now, I think, left off, aud they 
wrp them only ina theet of clean wrt- 
ting-paper fealed with black wax.

HIS biographical fketch was wrn- 
ten by Mr. Robettfon, to ater 
tain his xenuine publications, to pre-e 
rent mifreprefentations in fome ne 
calas circumfances, and fuch felfe, in- 
jurout, 
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jurous, and infignificant anecdotes, 
asare frequently introduced into the 
memoirs of literary men, who per- 
haps, like hiofelf, had no ambition to 
vbiin the notice of future biogra- 
piers, and, 

“ That fecond life in others breath, 

Th’ eftate, whch wits inherit after death.” 

Rosgertson (Josrpxv) was defeend- 
ed frdm a refpegtable family, which 
from time immemorial poflefled a con- 
Gierable eftate at Rutter, in the parith 
of Appleby, in Wetimoreland. His 
facher was an eminent maltiter; and his 
mother, the only daughter of Mr. Ed- 
ward Stevenfon, of Knipe, in the fame 
county, coufip to Edinund Gibfon, 
bifhop of London. He was born at 
this latter place, Anguft 28, 1726; 
but his father foon afterwards reino- 
ting to Rutter, he was fent, at a pro- 
per age, to the free-{chool at Appleby, 
where he received the rudiments of 
claifical Jearning under Mr. Richard 
Yates, a man of eminent abilities, and 
ésttinguithed character in his profeflion. 
From thence, in 1746, he went to 
Queen's college, Oxford, where he 
wok his degree in arts, with confide- 
rable reputation for his ingenuity and 
learning. On his receiving orders he 
was, for fome time, curate to the ce- 
lebrated Dr. Sykes, at Rayleigh in 
Effex, “with whom,” fays archdea- 
con Biackburne, “ his liberal principles, 
with refpect to religion and govern- 
ment, would meet with ample en- 
couragement *.” In 1758, he was 
inftituted to the vicarage of Herriard in 
Hampbhire ; in 1770, to the reGory of 
Satton in i:ffex ; and in 1779, to the 
vicarage of Horncaftle in Lincolnthire, 
to which he was prefented by his re- 
lation, Ir. Edmund Law, bithop of 
Carlitle. 

In 1761, he publifhed a ferinon, in- 
tiinled, ** The fubverfion of antient 
Kingdoms confidered,”" preached at 
S. John's, Weftmintier, Feb. 18, the 
day appointed for a general faft. In 


i772, revited and ¢ corre@ted for the 
Dr. ry Sharpe's pofthumous 
Prnone and the fame year com- 


pleted a new edition of Algernon Sid- 
ney's Difcourfes on Government, with 
biftorical notes, in one volume quarto. 
Themas Hollis, efq. by whofe per- 
fuufic6n this edition was  underta- 
ken, fays, “ the editor has diftinguith- 


ed himfelf eminently, even beyond my

reat expectation of him, by his ability

In 1775, a remarkable incident hap- 
pened, which excited the public at- 
tention. .A young woman whofe 
name was Milfs Butterfield; was ac- 
culed of poifoning Mr. Wm. Scawen, 
of Woodcote lodge in Surrey. Me. 
Robertfon thought her very cruelly 
treated, and took an active part in her 
defence. On this occafion, he pub- 
lifhed a letter to Mr. Sanxav, a fur- 
geon, on whofe tetimony Mifs Bue 
terheld had been committed to prifon ; 
in which he very {cverely animadverts 
on the conduct and evidence of that 
gentleman. Atter the had been ho- 
nourably acquitted at the affizes at 
Croydon, he publifhed a fecond pam- 
phlet, containing, ‘* Obfervations on the 


cafe of Mits Butterfield,” fhewing the 
hardthips fhe had fuftained, and the 


necellity of protecuting her right in a 
court of jntice : that is, her claim to 
a confiderable legacv, which Mr. 
Scawen had bequeathed her by a will, 
executed with great formality, two or 
three years before his death. The 
caufe was accordingly tried in Doors 
Commons. But though it was uni- 
verfally agreed, that this unfortunate 
young woman had been unjuftly ac- 
cufed, and that Mr. Scawen had been 
induced, by falle fuggettions, to fign 
another teflamentary paper, in which 
her name was not mentioned, yet no 
redrefs could be obtained, as the judge 
obferved, * that it was the bufinefs of 
the court to determine the caufe, ace 
cording to what the teftator had done ; 
not according to what he otigh¢ to have 
done.” 

Mr. R. is faid to have been the an- 
thor of a ufeful tra&, publifhed in 
1781, “ On Culinary Poifons.” In 
1782, he publifhed an elegant little vo- 
lume for the improvement of young 
people in reading, intituled, « An Ine 
troduction to the ftudy of Polite Litera- 
ture.” This perfofmance was men- 
tioned as the fiz? volume of an intend- 
ed feries on the fame fubje& ; but the 
Second never appeared, owing, as it is 
fuppofed, to the plagiarifm of onet, 
who reprinted the greateft part of the 
volume then publithed in a mean and 
vulgar tract, for the @fe of Sunday~ 
{chools. "

t, raCtory, of profligate, are to 
be refiricted in their dici, or to be 
cherwife punifhed. 

“With refpece to the children, you 
are to take the utmoit pains to miun& 
them in reading and in the Church Ca- 
textufm, to form them to early habiis 
# indafiry, picty, and virtuc; and to 


fhew them, as they grow up, the im 
portance ot making fome provition for 
themfelves againft ficknefs, accideut, of 
the infirmities of old age. Whey are 
often to be reminded, that, through 
the bleflings of Providence, their chief 
prefervative from future ditirefs taut be 
their own prudence, G@ronumy, aad 
induttry. You are, therefore, to dis 
re¢t and encourage their exertions, to 
elevate their minds eraduaily toa fiate- 
of mantinefs and independence, and to 
iuculeate gratitude, contentment, and 
benigntity of heart.

As 
in mufical productions, thas which 
pleafes is the variety civen to the itmr- 
monious chords, that nature has etea- 
blithed in found, furtable wo the onag 
of the human car; and, however vac 
rioully thefe chords may by inter. 
changed, not one can be violated, bug 
the ear, cven in the multitude un- 
acy matinted with mutical propurtion, 
wall ianiediately deicover and teed dil> 
gud at the falie note it lears. New, 
whether tome obyects of Geht have ia 
them a like quality that efablithes a re- 
ciprocal concordance beiween than 
and the heman eve, fimilar w that 
whieh is experienced between the eat 
and the natural proportion, in found, 
is the quefiion oo which bangs the en- 
fuing contwoverfy.

A man 
under the influence of the firft lafung 
immpreffions imbibed in infancy, and the 
habits formed from erroneous princi- 
ples of education, will think with con- 
viction, {peak with afleCtion, and write 
with energy, in fupport of a favourite 
f.fteq; an which another, biefied 
with exemption from fueh prepotief- 
fious, fees nothing but unnatural 
ciftortions recommended only by ar- 
guments drawn from hypothetic pre- 
unites. It were ablurd, then, to con- 
clude, that there is not in vifual objects 
pretented to us by Nature any thing 
pofitively beautiful ; becaufe a lew, in- 
Huenced by fuch prepoffeifions, maiu- 
tin this ktnd of beauty to be only in 


tear udctions, which are feen to be 
to thofe of Nature. Now, as 
itith- re and rtiot that, in 


vilusl ctyects, give birth to pofitive 
beanty, iu copyigg thefe into the works 
vfan, fach as ArchiteQure, Painting, 
and Sculpture, all depends on attention 
towhat Nature has iuvasiably fixed, 
and what fhe fometimes {eems to {port 
with; for by this muf be preferved 
that kind of harmonious cement be- 
tween uman eye and the propor- 
tanate forms under which her beauties 
arediicerned. Nature, then, feems to 
have efiablifhed forme dependent on 
the cirele for the difplay of her choicett 
beausies. ‘Thus we behold the fun, 
the fiers, and planets, all in fpheric 
form ; and the bending fhy is ev 
where feen by every eve as Nature's 
dome, rifing from its hori- 
fon as from its {prin 
the earth itfeif. Birds, by her inttruct- 
ed, build their nelis all ciecular, and 
the very clouds let dows their humid 
eolleétions in globular drops.

As Nature, then, 
fets bounds to her fymmetry, and is 
fiable in her forms of bending lines, 
the artift muft ttudy thefe, and imitate 
them, or he will not produce any pofi- 
tive beauty iu his architeQural or other 
defigns. ‘The column, like a tree, is 
Bracefully to diminifh as it rifes to a

Now, Mr. Urban, full inuch muh 
that man’s mind he indifpofed by dif- 
torting habits, and his difcerument 
Rrangely biaffed by prepoffeffion, that 
does not fee that it is an excellence in 
imitating thefe perfeCions in the worke 
of Nature, which ftamps on architeQu- 
ral defigns that pofifive which 
has arrefted the attention and excited 
the admiration ofall mankind, as often - 
as the Grecian ftyle has been revived, 
through the courfe of inore than twen- 
P ages paft; and in the prefent, when 
engaged from its difuwned exceffes, 
ftands without a sival, amid{t the bufy 
anxious exertions of thofe who, de- 
coyed from Nature's ichool, are ate 
tempting to recammend the ful/e ta/ie 
for unmeanio fights ia what is come 
monly call 0thic architeéture, 
which in fome of our cathedrals Rrike 
the beholder with amazement and with 
awe; but this effect cannot be called 
leafure arifing froma pofitive beanty 
Bat by fuch as pervert the ufe of words, 
For in the Gothic firuQures, eyen in - 
their finifhed ftate, we meet not with 
imitations of natural productions ; and 
of courfe whatever throng impreflion 
they make on the mind, it can only be 
conceived as a pleafure by thofe who, 
from prepotieftion and cherifhed habits, 
fee im fuch works what they have been 
accullumed to applaud.

Sirs Adherence to the NAVIGATION 

Laws of Great Britain. Addreffed 

to the Shipping Intereft of Great 

Britain. 

T is the fate of Great Britain, a fate 
peculiarly ber own, to depend upoa 
hex navy and her commerce for a eon- 
t:uuance af the fuperiority fhe enjovs 
over the other nations af Europe. ‘This 
truth has frequently influenced the de- 
hiberations of her legilators from an 
early period of her hittory ; and to ap- 
preciate sts influence, we have only to 
perard the unremitting attention that 
has been paid to the eftatdifi.raent and 
feeurity of her matitiine rights from the 
. momens thei value was felt up to the 
prefeat hour, an hour in which thofe 
rights, as thev have derived from va- 
nous caufes unprecedented importanee, 
demand at our hands unprecedented 
eare. This attention to the grand 
Source of our wealth and glory has 
bern rendered worthy of the wifdom 
that befiowed it; it has not evaporated 
in empty eulogiums, it has been eunbo- 
died and concentrated in ftatutes enee- 
ed by fuecellive purhaments, that have 
at length formed themfelves into a 
fiflem of navigation laws, which, if 
ite operations are not counteracted by 
unfoseteen circumflances, muft con- 
tinne to produce, as # has hitherto 
duced, to this country, an unfailing 
Force of wealth and glory. 

In its progrefs towards its prefent fo- 
Edity, for the courfe of near five cen- 
tustes, and amadit sumberiets fubor- 
dinate regulations, it has been the un- 
deviating aim of the wile framers of 
this fvRem, to render the commerce of 
the country the inedium of the increate 
of its fhipping ; andl therefore, except 
where policy or neceility have compeller! 
a contrary conduct, contiderations of 
temporary advantages have fomctiunes 
been nade to vield tatheiefdizzting. but 
more permanent ac.juitition at naval 
power. Doetfect this falutary end, thevari- 
ous acisabouve alluded to have beenframed 
and worded with ereat contweration 
and care, for the purpofe of confining 
Gertan portions of our trade with fo- 
Beign countries, and the whole of our 
evafting and plantation trade, to Bri- 
tth-buile thips alone, and to fecuring 
to fuch fhips, commanded, and three- 
fourtiis manned with Britith fubjeds, 
certait: advantages, in which the vefiels 
of foresgners couls net, and ought not, 
Wo participate, 


So early as the reign of Richard the 
Second, at a time when our fhipping 
and cunmerce were in their iniancy, 
the advantages, not to fay the neceilits, 
of fuch a {vitem, prefented themfelses 
fo flrongly to our anceitors, that in the 
fifth year of his reign an act of par- 
liament was paffed, by which it was 
Oruained, that no merchandise fhould 
be fhipped imo, or out of the reatna, 
but in Britith thips, on pain of for- 
feiturc. Tus act was recognized, and 
ite provitions enforced, by other acis 
of parliament m after-times, during the 
reigns of Henry the Seventh, and Hen- 

y the Eighth; and in the reign of 

uecn Elizabeth, an a& of parliament 
palfed, which, altho: i words it 
repealed the ttat.ate of Ruchard the Se- 
cond, was in the fame ipint, and cal- 
culated to produce fimilar effects. Bait 
in procels of time, and as the covairy 
beyan tn difcern with more clearaefs 
the policy of regulations thas matasally 
tended to awaken the indufiry, and in- 
creafe the wealth of its inhabaanis, the 
defire to fecure their obfervance, and 
extend their influence, became pro- 
portionably powerful, ull at leagth, in 
the vear 1051, anact was pafled, which 
expretily prohibited all fhips of to- 
reign nations from trading with Fu- 
land, or with any Enghth plantaueas, 
and no gouds were (ullered to be ne- 
ported into England, or any of its de- 

ndeneies, m any other than Englith 

toms, or in the fhips of that Euro- 
pean nation of which the merchind:ze 
iuported was the genuiwe growth or 
manulaciore. 

The tiatute of the 12th Charles HH. 
chap. 1R, corroborates, if, after the 
experience we have had, anv thing 
were wanting to corsoborate, the wil- 
dom of the principle in whieh the ac 
of 1651, and the preceding narigatinue 
acts, were founded ; fur thes act, 
which was patled fuon after the Reteo- 
ration, notonly were the provilinns of 
the act of 1651 continued (with Come 
alterations as tw the European trade), 
but a farther provifion made, that 
the mafter aud tisce Genreles af the ma- 
riners fhould alin be Englith fatyects, 
under forfeiture of tha hip, and ot all 
goads imported of exported therein. 

During the fucceeding reigns up to 
the time of pafling the g6th of his pre- 
fent Maj-itv, commenly called Lord 
Laveryool’s a, the {pits of coonmerce 
continued to rife, and with ut the enn 
@ommam couriction, that to contiees 
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and fecure the advantages granted by 
preceding ftatutes to Britifh-built fhips 
and their owners, in the qarrying on the 
commerce of the country, was the only 
method by which Great Britain could 
Jong remain in the poffeffion of that 
pre-eminence which  diltin- 

as @ maritime nation; the 
therefore, of the feventh and 
eighth of William the Third, and 
others that cannot here be particula- 
rized, were all in various ways condu- 
cive to the confirmation of the exclu- 
five rights of Britifh owners, and the 
privileges of Britifh-built thips. 

Experience has thewn the correéinefs 
and importance of the views of thofe, 
who from time to time have fupported 
this fyftem of Navigation laws, which 
it is fo much the intercit of Britith 
owners to uphold. The act of tlie 
Sh of his prefent Majefty, and many 
other ftatutes, clearly demonftrate the 
anxiety of the country to guard this 
fsfem, by a fteady adherence to which 
we have been enabled, during the moft 
arduous conteft in which this countr 
was ever engaged, to triumph over all 
the naval powers of Europe; and to 
the continuance of which alone we can 
look for the f&curity and fruits of that 
triumph. “* After this experience,” 
fysan able writer on this fyftem of 
Ravigation laws, “no one can doubt 
but it is the real intercft of Great 
Britain to give her principal attention 
to maritane affairs, to carry on her 
ewn trade in her own fhips directly to 
all parts of the world, and to encou- 
tage her fithcries in every fea. From 
thefe fources fhe may always hope to 
obtain a naval force adequate to guard 
her thores from hofiile invafion, and to 
fecure her domeftic felicity, both pub- 
lic and private, firm and unfhaken as 
the foundations of the ifland.” - 

Qa. the other hand, fhould the wif- 
dom and labours of fuccetlive ages be 

unavailing by the blindnefs 

and, indifference of the prefent day— 
fhould thefe boafied laws of navigation, 
framed for thie increafe and the pro- 
tection of Brjuth-built thips end Bri- 
tith owners, have been enacled in vain 
-—fhould frrangers and foreigners 
permitted to {natch from ther hands 
the privileges which belong, and which 
have been folemnly aflured by the 
country, to Britith owners alone—it 
wil be a tafk not lefs difficult than n 
will be melancholy, te calculate whe 
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mifchiefs that muft enfue to the mari- 
tine and the cum:nercial interett of 
Britain. 

It is with the deepeft regret the thips 
ping intereft of this country obferve, 
that the fulpenfion of the navigation 
laws, during the laft two years, has 
already been attended with ferious in- 
convenience and lofs; and they fear 
the continnance of it, unlefs  thote 
laws are a:ain fpecdily permitted to 
have their frée and natural operation ; 
and if by new regulations, or by an 
further relaxation of the prefent navi- 
gation laws, mew and foreign competi- 
tors fhould be admitted to fhare in 
the advantages refulting from them, 
they apprehend that the maritime fpi- 
rit of the country will decline—that 
the capital of Britifh owners will lie 
unemployed, or be employed uftlefily 
—while the thippm of Great Britain 
will lie rotting in Per harbours, and 
her feamen emigrate to foreign coun- 
tries in fearch of employment; it is 
therefore, particularly at this time, the 
intereft of Great Britain, and the duty 
of her government, to encourage her 
mariume purfuys. The events of the 
late war fhew, that many nations look 
with a jealous eye on the fuperiority 
we have gained by our carrying trade, 
and that they are ready to ufe every ef- 
fort to participate in the benefits of our 
navigation, and to rival us, if poffible, 
on our native element. To countera& 
thefle efforts with fuccefs, we mutt not ° 
lofe the recollection that without an 
extenfive naval c6mmerce, carried on 
in Britifh bottoms, we can_ neither 
rear nor retain our feamen, the grand 
fupport of our prefent pre-eminence ; 
nor preferve our country from falling, 
even below the level of furrounding 
nations. | 

Inipreffed with thefe fentiments, and 
in order more effe&tually to protect the 
fhipping intereft of GreatBritain, and 
to prevent any infringement of 
of the navigation laws as now efta- 
blithed, iz is moft feriowfly recom 
mended to the owners of Briufh-built 
fhips to form an aifociation © for he 

r of preferving thoie rights, 
Which the Lagi(latere’ has, in ite wif 
dom, been pleafed to confer_on them 

# Siu.ce the publication o: tele obter- 
vations, an affo‘iation has been entered 
into by feveral re(pectab'e thip-owners ‘in 
London ane which has been adopted at 
fome of the qut- ports, 

iat exclufively ; 
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exclufively : a meafure which it nuit

clear reafoning, which are feldom to 
be found except in the writings of thofe 
wie have improved their faculues by a 
Wiljent attention to mathematical {tu- 
dics; a fpecies of learning which, 
however neglected and defpifed by Dr. 
Reanell, is cflenually necellary to con- 
fiitute a found Reafouer, and give an 
author an indifputable tide to literary 
enunence. Ir, as O. Y. acknowledyes, 
Dr. Vincent bis fuccetsfully refitted 
the charge of negleét in the religious 
inftruction of youth in the fchool over 
which he prefides, to what public femi- 
narics does Dr. Rennelj allude ? Surely 
he ought to mention them, that the 
ret may not fufferin the opinion of 
the world from unmerited fufpicions. 
The fadiis, Mr. Urban, it has bern 
the fafhion of late to declaim aguintt 

"hlic educaitons and the Bifhop of 

feath feems incautioufly to have 
taken it fron: Dr. Rennell, as he had 
before adopted it from others. 

Your correfpondent in triumph pro- 
ceeds: ‘* Now | afk upon what autho- 
ny Dr. Vincent afferis, that the Bi- 
fies charges the mafiers of public 
fhools with necleét of Chriftian in- 
ttruction, eithoul any hnow/ledze of his 
wir, without cxaininvation or enquiry.” 
The queftion is a very unfortunate one 
for the fide he has taken. Thofe who 
are intimately acquainted with the par- 
ticulars know, that Dr. Vincent has not 
made thefe remarks merely to difplay 
his eloquence: they are not carelels 
remarks thrown out at random. As 
Dr. Vincent was above detailing, and 
vonr Correfpondent is very prefjing, I 
will explain in fome degree, whit rea- 
$n there is to think that the Bithop 
hes founded bis accufation upon the 
teftimony of Dr. Rennell’s authority 
without anv knowledge of his own. 
Before his Lordhhip’s arrival in Enz- 
land, I can fav nothing of his lite or 
eircanftances ; but, from a brie’ review 
of bes fituation whilft he remained in 


this kingdom, it appears that all his 
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knowledge with regard to public edue 
cation could not have been gained from 
his own obfervation: it muft, there- 
fore, refi either on the authority of Dr. 
Rennell, or on fome other haf y affer- 
tions. I prefume not myfelf to ‘give 
an opinion refpecting the ufes or abu- 
fes of public fchools; I merely beg 
leave to obferve that, in my judgment, 
neither the Bifhop of Meath nor Dr. 
Rennell have done themfelves much 
credit by what they have written on 
the fubjeét. At the {fame time, I 
highly applaud Dr. Rennell for his zeal 
in endeavouring to correct an evil 
which he contidcred to be of an une 
common maznitude. His motive may 
have been good, though his judgment 
was erroncous. As far as relates toa 
Juflematic negleG of religtous inferuce 
tron in pullc fihools, itis generally ad- 
mitted that the Doctor's charze is 
groundlets. It is to he hoped, how- 
ever, that this accidentfl mifapplica- 
tion of his talents will not deter him 
from emploving all his eloquence in 
the correction of other evils which may 
challenge his attention. As a Clergy. 
man who proteffes to be fingularly zea» 
lous in the promotion of the Chriftian 
caufe, and as a flaunch friend to our pre- 
fent ecclelialtical efiablilhment, he muft 
view with horror auy practices among 
his brethren which are calculated to 
leffen them in the opinion of the Laity, 
as that utuft ulumately prove detrimen- 
tal not only to our Eftablifhment, but 
to Religion ifelf. ‘The moit eloquent 
preaching will avail but litde, whilft 
there is reafon to condemn the practice 
of the Preachers. Now, it has heen 
fugeetied, thar the Doétor might lauda- 
bly employ his tirong and emphatie 
lanenage in cenfuring the conduet of 
fuch Clercymen as are forward to dif- 
play their eloquence and violence at 
elections, in order to fupport a minife 
terial candidate, or in pointing out the 
fhameful indecency and impropriety of 
fuch as are anxious to exchange their 

refermentas foon as they have obtained 
it; and thereby teach others to imagine 
thar they confider a fiall or a living as 
marketsble as any other commodity. 
Surely from fuch’ conduet in’ her de- 
fenders the Church noaft ultimately fuf- 
fer more than feems at prefent to be ap- 
prehended. Theie inftances have been 
fetected as proper fubjecis for the Doe- 
tors c‘oo-nence, more ,ariicularly be- 
caut hey ure kaown to hee come un- 
der his in:mediate oblervation.

‘Ine 
furoitareof the high altar confifted of 
filk and velvet hangings, veftinents be- 
f-< with pearls and precious tones, 
aud a {plendid canopy to depend over 
the Pix, or Tabernacle; each of the 
mult coftly work that the goldfmith or 
the embroiderer could poffibly pro- 
duce, Likewjfe a moit uan{cendeniy- 


wrought book of the Gofpels, and ane 
other book, cqntaining the names of 
the benefactors to the church, for the 
altar's ule; whoie ornaments feem to 
have been beyond compare*®. The 
chalices, bafons, crewets, cenfers, 
fmall fhips fer the fraukincente, catt- 
dletticks, croifes, &c. &c. were all tull 
of the firft teulptures and enameling, 
either on gold or filver, and boffed ont 
with each fort of jewel that can be 
named. The letteray or large move- 
able reading-defhs, gave their fculp- 
tures in brafs, and were difpofed about 
the choir in much pomp, [raving laid 
on them the books for the Golpellers 
to read therein their part of the fervice. 
There were alfo a prodigious number 
of filver batons for lights, to ilumine 
the altar and the whole clYoir. But the 
moft extraordinary embellifhment, and 
which muft convince us mott of the 
expanded minds of the artifts who ex- 
ecuted it, was the Pafchal, or the Se- 
ven Candlefticks exhibited tn one afto- 
nifhing object. This Pafchal was caf 
in metal ; the bafe thereof extending 
the width of the choir, and the height 
reaching up to the very groins; whereon 
were feen figures of men, beafts, with 
every {pecies of ornament, rendering it, 
according to the Durham Hluftrator’s 
awn words, “ the rareft monument of 
the-kind in England.” The Sepulchre 
fet up in the choir on Eafter day, we 
likewile are informed, was exceffive 
rich in its embellifhments, giving to 
the fauna of Art till more commenda- 
tion. “he monumental brafs of Lewis 
de Bello Aioote, bifhop, which la 
before the high altar, ranked as a firft- 
rate fpecimen ino this way, froin the 
cnumeration of the immenfe quantity 
of hitturizal and retigious figures en- 
raved upon its face. To fill up the 
meafure of this choir’s celebrity, three 
pair of organs, held as the largeft and 
fuirettin all the land, were played on 
for the fervice. They had their pipes 
richly pointed and gtlded, ap ng 
undisfizured by an ufelefs cafe, as is 
the pragiice to inclofe fuch inftruments 
with us; and they had their flations a- 
bout the choir fo as in no way to ob- 
firuét the view, or fymmetry of its parts; 
not, again, as in the prefent arranges 
ment of our charches, built up to hide, 
by an odious mafs, fome of the mof

Ecouomy of Monattic Life,” we 
bare had occafion to commend (LAV. 
1099), has continued the fubject in the 
prefent work, with the double view of 
“giving a fatistactory idea of monatiic 
manneis, with the exclufion only oi 
uniniteuctive, liturgical, and general 
matter,” and of “contributing fome- 
what to check the fpirit of Monachifim 
and Popery, which has lately been ree 
vived.” He «could not give it ele- 
gance, becaufe he hai to zranflate moft 
matley materials, and did not chute to 
deftroy precifion and pariiculanty by 
gracrafizing his language.” 

Take tne following {j:ecimen of this 
his Ryle, from preface, p. vi. 

“Many gentlemen, to whofe learning 
the higheft praife is duc, biving mention- 
@ various printed bouks, I hope, if 1 have

Many of thele Mr. K. himfelf 
never jaw; yet, {peaking of Apifwood« 
hill camp, which he detcribes alter Dr. 
Plot, he adds, © It would be au omif- 
fion, on this occafion, not to make 
fome mention of it.” It is the misfor- 
tune of writers ~utached to aa iv 
thefis, that they firain conjecture Ce 
yond the bounds of probabil-.y ; as 
ere, In the inftance of L£lden-/ote, 
which Mr. K. would tain perfuade 
himfelf to have been fimilar iu: the 
hiding-place of Jofephus at Jotapata. 
Not lefs imaginary is the feene, com- 
pofed by Mr. Sanders, of antient Bris 
tifh prielts and foldiers, and the garden 
fickle or hook of the Druids, fotind in 
Cornwall, which De. Lor, with his 
ufual fagacn ‘, turned, at once from 
gold to oft (fee .4rikwologia, “XA 
415). Rowland’s end Sammies’s por- 
traits of antient Britons are the ‘créa- 
tures of their own brain; for, it may 
treatonably be doubted if any cotcm- 
rary reprefentation of then exifts. 
Mr. K. admits inaccuracy in Sammes's 
figures of the Britifh curs :, vet he him- 
felf reduces the antient Britith cars and 
liuts to modern Weilth fledges, or carts 
without wheels, and pigtiies. Stones of 
incinorial are of univerfal ereMion. 
Circles (Rones tet up ta form of cir- 
cles), whether for, memorial, obfer- 
vance, or gbfervation, are not fo gene- 
ral. Tu us it appears that the great 
ftones fet up on Mount Ebal were’ put. 
or laid togrther, to form one mals or 
block, called an a/fgr, to be | laticred - 
and infcribed ; and the prohibitisn’ of 
uling au iron tool implies oly that 
they fhould be fet up in their rude and 
natural fiate, without affecting flat or 
fimdoth ferfacess as is exactly the cafe 
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with the inferihed fingle ftones in 
Cornwall and Wales; and, if the 
words were Iterally teridéen ar depitt- 
ed on the plafier which was laid on for 
a ground, there would want no tool to 
cut them. There fvems, however, no 

ofitive evidence of circles of {tones in 
Foly Writ; nor is there more than 
one inftance (that given’ by Chardin! 
of fueh circles in the Eat, of out of 
Europe; tor, ciccular dances, by Ame- 
rieans or Dervifes, are not me point 
Among facred circles with altars of 
eblation, Stonehenge will Wand fore- 
mioft ull the difcavery of its fallow for 
extent and macnitude. But, as the Jr- 
hthuns® go to form the circle, Mr. K's 
eonjcciure, that they were altars aleead- 
ed two by ladder or fiers, becaute ficps 
were forbidden to the altars af the tne 
God, wants fuppert. Tle deduces this 
feom the Otahettean iwhalte, a teatold 
about fix feet high, afcended to bya 
badder; atthe ule of which, Captain 
Cook, with a canefity natural to every 
diteosverer, alatied, and is reproached 
for it, by our author, in leneuuge of 
the molt uacandid piety. When tran. 
feribong the line w hicks mendions the 
prefenting Capt. C wo the SULLA 4, and 
chanting a kind of bvrin, he exclais, 
«+ Hortor '—Horror !'— Horror [—Can 
an Enchihaan, can an Razlinan 
and a Chrittawn, read this, without the 
wtmolt indignagern?” We conchide 
Mr. K. never enters a Popith chapel or 
a mulyue, of hardly approaches stone- 
henge ip.

So many ingenious hvpothefes have 
been offered about Stonehenge, that we 
fhall vot thend time in controsening 
Mr. K’> iluftration from Homes, or 
his tranflation of née xas esa, in Ho- 
mer, a dtamcter inttead of the meafure 
of the fides of a sguare. His dittinetion 
betwetn Bano, and Gusaruoes, p- 
178, is peculiarly appofite. The pro- 
fratotien of yleps to God's altar; Ex xx. 
2H, is not eafily reconciled with the 
dfcent by which Solomon went up into 
the houfe of the Lord. 1 Kings x. 5; 
where, howeser, the LXX reads Ore- 
navlezn, q- d. his whole routine of 
burnt-aflerings, Gizsy oo ony K 
which he carried into the haufe of the 
Land.

Cromiechs Mr. K. pronounces 
to be places whereon the Druids {acri- 
ficed human victims for the purpofe of 
@awing conclus ws from their con- 
vulfions. The inference drawn from 
this ufe by Mr. King, that it maf, 
*¢ therefore the poor victim muft have 
been placed alott, in a fituation where 
be could be ften,” is unfupported by 
any account in the claffic wnters. He 
adds, that the fourth ftone, defcribed 
by Holland and Stowe, is now pro- 
Grate. An equally lively imagination 
has furnithed a plate to help out the 
defeription of certain excavations, &&c. 
fa the rock at Aradus, in which the 
preierence is given to Maundrell’s de- 
pion over Pococke’s, as approach- 
ing nearer to the original barbarifin. 
He adds, p. 236, n. * we have full rea- 
fon to belseve that the antient Gentiles 
ufed ladders merely for their altars.” 
This opinion is founded on H. Ste- 
phens's explanation of w@Galus, in 
vod. xx. 26, gradus feala, which 
may as well mean any kind of fleps as 
the rounds of a ladder, and becaule 
the Grahecitean whatta was {0 afcended. 
And fo attached is Mr. K. to this idea, 
thas he will have ascves cuowos, Lev. 
Rxvi. 1, to mean aftone to le lovied 
af, of a feaffold (p. 257); and that 
Kvimctoch toe his brethren upon one 
foe, fuch a fone-/caffold, or elevated 
Rone, Judges ix. 5. We find among 
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us remains of the placed flones to be 
looked at, or of the dire con/picuous 
Scqffolds. Why may they not have 
been {tones of ol/ervation, altronomical 
orother? As the kine flopt by divine 
influence af the great flonc, where wag 
the impiety of placing the ark on it? 
The Beththemites might have gazed af 
it irreverently. But how does it ap- 
pear that there might not be fieps of 
earth to the Cromlechs, if they were 
indeed altars, though no traces of 
them remain?) Mr. K. in expreffing 
his vehement abhorrence of human fa- 
crifices, feems to furget that, however 
unpleafing to God the firft human {a- 
critice intended to be offered, thaugh 
prevented by Him who expreflly re- 
quired it, however mittaken by igno- 
rance i the diftance of time from it, 
it was a type of that greatett of all fa- 
crifices, tu which the vidim was of a 
fuperior order. May we be allowed to 
indulge a hope that Mr. K. will noe 
fufpeét eur reverence for Chriftianity 
ae being lefs fincere than his own, 
however we may differ in our degrees 
of zeal or candour? But, as he ‘has 
deigned to quote the Gentleman's Ma- 
gazine with approbation in mauy ia- 
fiances, he may be more placable to 
its Publifher and his Reviewers. 


Mr. KX. (p. 238) fuppofes Arcos, the 
Grove, every where to mean a carving 
of a grove in wood. Bp. Patrick, on 2 
Kings xxi. 7, explains it the image of 
or ufually erected in the grove, mean- 
ing Afhtaroth *. If the erpedition with 
which Gideon cut down the grove by 
the altar of Baal is a mark of its light- 
nefs, how does that apply to throwing 
down the altar, which probably was of 
Stone, like thofe at Stonehenge, which 
Mr. K. pronounces to be the inaffive 
‘Prilithons? Gideon had ten men to hel 
him, and we may believe their ftrength 
was auginented by fupernatural aid.

Mr. K. concludes pro- 
perly enough, that the Briuth coins 
were not borrowed from the Roman, 
which feidom had fich reverfes, but 
frou. the Phoenicians and )attern na- 
tions; and that fome of the coins of 
Attu, the moft antient Greek, were, 
in Itke manner, convex on one fide, 
aml concave ou tie other. (p. 341, 1.) 
To the Britons likewite Mr. K. refers 
the immenfe ditches m various parts, 
boundaries of different kinzdoms. (p. 
62.) Mr. BK. apologizes tor having 
borrowed from many other plates what 
it was imnpoaitible for him to have teen 
with his own eves. in comparing toze- 
ther fo many correfponding remains of 
aatient works for the elucidation of 
trnth. 
ever, When we come to confider the 
more refined works and tnfprovements 
of art, the case will be otherwile, and 
we thal] not @and in need of any fuch 
alftitance. (p. 433. n.) 

We proceed to follow our indufirious 
invetinzdtor through the fecond part of 
his elaborate refearch. In book IT. 
whieh contains obfervatiens on the 
works of the Romans in this-ifland, 
and particularly on thole of a iniltary 
kind. The firtt of thefe is ichtloriuzh, 
in Kent; of which not only the re- 
mening walls but the original founda- 
tens have been exsmined and accu- 
rately traced by the indefatigable pains 
at the uruly ingenions, inquifitive, and 
retpectable occupier of the land, Mr. 
Reys, of Sandwich; by whole exsct 
plans, joiucd to the examination and 
wbiervation of Mr. K. himfelf on the 
ipet, he has beeu enabled to refer woft 
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decidedly to thefe remains as iHutirating 
in the moftt complete manner the nse 
tureand the whole general conitruction 
of orginal Roman forirefles in this. 
laud. Me alligns this fortrefs to -the 
time of Cheadius, and his legate Vere 
patian, as the {pot where the Romars 
mote ufvally landed, and where St. Pau 
landed to preach Cuariftianity to Brie 
tons; a fact elucidated by De. Henry. 
(Hittory of Great Britain, I. 196.) [a 
this diliinzuifhed fortrefs are to be 
plainly traced all the principal parts uf 
one of the very gteatelt and maft pers. 
feet cf the fiationary Roman camps. 
The Roman walls Mr. K. conceives 
to be laid in alternate courfes (for fo he 
very properly renders Jeue%sos, Rev. 
xxi. 10) of rough flones and bricks, 
fortied in caiffons, which were raifed 
up as the firucture rofe; and he cons 
jectures the holes ftill remaining were 
made to fix the caiffons: but it ap- 
pears to us doubtful whether the ftoue- 
work of all thefe works was not /aced 
with hewn fione, and only now ap- 
pears rough by the removal of chat fa- 
cing in later time. The building iu the 
centre ot the pratorium, being in form 
of a crofs, is fuppofed to have been the 


Jfaceliaa where the castes were lodged, 


and to have been fueceeded in Chrifs 
tian times by a chapel by the direétion 
of Auguilus himfeli. Among the rains 
of thete foundations was found a finall 
bronze figure, fuppofed an ornameut of 
horie-furniture, reprefenting a Rom. 
taupiper ; whence AIr. K. deduces the 
Scotch bagpipe from the Ronans ; but 
his print of it makes it uncertain, to 
us at leaft, whether it was a, mafcal 
infirumcnt ora leather totlle.

“THE plates of Motiic pavements 
difcovered at Plorkiiow, bere cHlered to 
the pubiick, are the begipning ot a 
work in which it ts propoted to exhibit 
fizores of the melt remarkable Roman 
antiquities difeovered in Great Britain, 
under the ule of Religquie Romance, to 
be publifhed in feparate parts, four of 
which will make a volume. With the 
fuarth part will be given a general ti- 
aid table of contents. The 


tle- 
feed | part, which is in a ftate of great 
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forwardnefs, will confit of 14 platess 
reprefenting the remains of temples, 
inferiptions, and other Roman an iqui- 
ties difcovered at Bath. The third part 
will contain 10 plates refpecting feve- 
ral Mofaic pavements difcovered near 
Frampton, in Dorfethhire, coluured af- 
ter the originals. Of a work of this 
kind it is impotfible to afcertain the 
extent, as it muff, ina great meafure, 
depend on future difcoveries. The an- 
tiquities which have not hitherto been | 
engraved will be given firft, but is alfa 
intended to introduce the moft curious 
of thofe which have been publifhed 
before. SAMCEL Lysons.” 
Mr. L's firft attempt on this magni- 
ficent feale, “An Account of fome Ro- 
man Antiquities difcovered at Wood-_ 
chefier, in the County of Gloucefier,” 
was noticed in our vol. LXVIL. p. 
1033 ; and the expectation of the pub- 
lick has been awakened for the prefent 
continuation of his defign. Horktiow 
hall, the feat of Aduniral Shitlev, is on. 
the South fide of the Humber, within. 
4 miles of the great Roman road, called 
High-fireet, or Old-tireet, leading from 
Lincoln to the Humber. Several Mo- 
faic pavements and other Roman anti’ 
quittes have been found at Winterton 
and Roxby, each about 4 miles from 
this houfe; confiderable Roman re- 
matns at Broughton, 8 miles from it, 
and at Elibaldtiow, 4 miles farther’ 
One of thele laft-mentioned places is. 
fuppofed by Horflev to have been the’ 
Roman fiation PRarorium in Anto- 
nine’s firfi itinerary *." The pavements 
here given were found, 1796, ina clofe 
adjoining the admiral’s garden, at the 
depth of 3 feet below the furface ; and 
Roman coins had beea found, feveral 
vears before, near the fpot. The larger 
pavement contited of three compart. 
ments, reprefenated io plates TE IV. 
ana Vv, hi the Weitern a finall cen- 
tral cerle exhibits Orpheus with his 
Iie, forrounded by beafis; cand in 
eight compartments, difpoled as rays 
from it, birds and beufis: thefe cam- 
poitd a creater circle, tnferted in a 
fijuere, in the four foxadrils or angles 
of which were a large buft between 
two red eriiex.

operation of charities, and particularly 
of fehools for the children of the poor. 
A fpecies of revolution which has late- 
ly taken place in edacatign multiplies 
the clainants on the Literary Fund, 
the effects of which it is neceffary to 
eheck and correft. Mr. Locke took 
foine exceptions to the general mode of 
enforcing on children the porfuits of 


fearning. Thofe exceptions, 
ted by the imagination of Rouifeau, 
were rendered fubjects of alarm to all 
Europe, which, as ufual m al! alarns, 
has been driven imo the oppofite ex- 
treme. I have not been able to afcer- 
tain the principles which have been 
the means of this revolution, becaufe 
the (¥ftem had net fufficient analogy 
with the flate of fociety.

That the petitions on the table merited 
confideration, he admitted; but he would

Where barley 
bread is already ufed, it will continue to be 
ufed, and the growth of hogs will reduce 
the price of hutcher’s meat, and the corn 
diftillation will prevent the importation of 
foreign fpirits here. He then concinded his 
o-Gervations with faying, that he fhould be 
afhamed not to change his fentiments, if 
hereafter he fhould be convinced of the ne- 
ceffity thereof.

The power tha 
w-ll contrioute to the reftorzion of trane 
quilty in a coantry which hws for whule 
Centuries been famed for as liberty, its 
independence, and its fimplicity, will do 
moe towa-ds coufululating tfelf in the 
minds ard :ffcAions of mankied, than by 
ali the luflie of conqueff, or the magr.16- 
cent arp nage of novel infiitetion, We 
éefpuir: f ever fecing the ant:ent pomt-ve 
urbonity of the Swifsrevived. Ther fir- 
P'ic'ty has been facrificed to the wa'ence of 
carne amd ambwtion; but there remans 
fuiticient energy among tts Cit.zene, to 
maintain a charadter of virtue amoung the 
ficiety of European nations. This 1s a} 
thi can be hoped for, after the wafling 
fcene «.f Revolation; but if réer can be me 
tar.ed, Switzerland may, in time, fecover 
her antient honous and febcay.

Ac thes day, whether a Swifs is born at the 
borders of the Leman or the Aar, he is 
equally free. That is the only dftin@ ar- 
ticle tn yoor prefent political fituation. The 
hfs of the public law of Europe at this 
moment 1s, fo maintain in each country 
the exifting order. If all the Powers have 
adopted thus principle, it is becanfe all have 
need of Peace, and the return of diplo- 
matic and commercial relamons. The 
French people therefore ought, as far as 
sathem nes, Co maintain your country in 
M3 cxifling States. ‘True, indeed, you are 
VKbout organizition, without Govern- 
tment, without a natual will Where- 
fue will not your countrymen mike ove 
etfucr! «Let them call forth the patriotic 
virtues of their fathers, Let them facrifice 
the frit of fyQem, of faQion, tu the love 
of the welfare and liberty of their country. 
You wuil shen no longer fear to be governed 
by the refidne of atemporary fa@ion; you 
will have a Government, becaufe it will be 
fupported by public apion, and founded 
on the will of the nation. AH Europe 
wil! renew its relagons with you. France 
will not flop to confider ter perfonal inte- 
sefts; fhe will make all the facrifices 
which muy tend to fecyre your Conttitu- 
tran, the liberty and equul.ty of your fel- 
low-citizens. She will continue to thew 
every mark of parental kindnefs for you, 
who, after alapfe of to many ages, form 
the canneGlion of two independent divi- 
fiuus of the fame people.” 
ITALY. 

The Girft a& of the Government of the 
frahan Republick, after its inftallation, has 
been, an Addrefs to the peorle of the 
State, on tte fituation of their affairs, and 
the proptiety of the mezfuret that were 
adopred at Lyons for the confelidstion of 
their political independence.

Who, for inftance, can ad- 
mit the tru’h of the following deduhons : 
*€ That France has not increafed her influe | 
ence; that the has difplayed more movtera- 
tio than any other Power ; that, vidlurious 
in war, fhe has given up every thing at the 
trme of Peace?”

The murder of Thomas Becket. 

The legend is not lefs rude in the 
cut of the letters than the repredenta- 
tion of the fact. A view and account 
of this abbev may be feen in Mr. Pen- 
nants Tour iv Scotland 1772, 1.

But 
though in another place, and in another 
charaéer, it has- been acknowledged 
“* that this work at the prefent time is 
of the higheft importance : that the au- 
thor writes like a matier of his fubje@, 
and feems to have felt all the force of 
the inftru&tions he has recommended 
toathers ;" I-have now but t90 much 
reafon to apprehend that the fpecies of 
eloquence to which he gives the pre- 
ference will never reach the lower or- 
ders, nor fiffictently tmorefs the great 
luk of the people. .However, the au- 
thor's attempt is deferving of all the 
commendation it has met with, for 
the celebrity it has given to the neg- 
lected eloquence of the pulpit; and 
calling forth other exertions, though 
inferior in {tile and execution. 
It is evident that this ingenious wri- 
ter jays more regard to an impasjioned 
manner Of delivery, than to the matter 
of pulpit difcourfes. He feems to fup- 
pole “a latent energy of foul,” and 
even innate ideas where they may 
exift. With him and Cudworth, 
may grant that * knowledge is not te 
be poured usto the foul like liquor, 
but rather to be invited and gently 
drawn forth from it. nor the mind { 
much to be filled therewith from with- 
out, like a vellel, as to be kindled and 
awakened, &c.”

A guilt of 
this horrtble magnitude, with all its 
circumftances, new in the hiftory of 
mankind, was the product of a long 
civil war, arid fo became a ftriking ad- 
monition to all pofterity, that, however 
dreadful other public calamities may 
be, there is ndne, except ettablithed ty- 
fanny, fo dreadful as that confufion o 
crimes, vices, ill humours, rapacipy{- 
nefs, violences, and diabolical defigns, 
which conftitute a civil wat. May 
we of the prefent reign, enjoying every 
blefling fociety can give, aud moft of 
them {uch as that generation had not

Let the reverfion of finecure livings be 
depofited in proper hands for angment- 
ing {mall ones, many religious worthy 
men would undertake this without the 
payment of falaries to clerks, &c.

“ Bithop of Rochetter, fpeaking of 
the Curates’ Bill at the conclufion of 
his charge, ufes thefe admirable words : 
‘It will reflegt great difgrace upon the 
parochial clerzy, if it be reludfantly 
obeved ; and rery great difgrace upon 
the lifhop, if it Le not riguroyfly en- 
forced.” Since thefe papers were writ-

WEST INDIES. 

A letter from Port-au-Prince, dated thé 
8th of December, fays:—** About the end 
of November, Touflaint’s relation, Gen. 
Moyfe (the fecond ir command), revolted 
again him at the Cape, and maffacred 
ahout 300 Whites : Tooffsint immediately 
marched againft him from Port-au-Prince, 
took him and all his family, and blew them’ 
off at the mouth of cannon, as allo feverat 
Commandants, whe were inimical to him. 
He has amaffed a vaft treafure at Port-aue 
Prince: the Treafury was fuppofed tu con- 
tain forty millions of dollars. He has le- 
vied a duty of 20 per cent. on all imports 
and exports; and has upwards of 60,000 
troops. He takes up the Negroes that he 
finds id!e, fends them to his own planta= 
thous, makes them work, and gives them 
one quarter of the produce: they work 
much better than when in flavery. He is 
excecdingly well liked, particularly by the 
Whites. He entirely mai-tains his old 
maiter, who now refides at Philadelphia, 
and fives fumptwoufly ; beivg regularly 
fupplied with ahout 6 or 8coo dollars every 
two Or three months by Toulfaint.”” 

A Manifetto bes b-en iflued by the 
French military anu civil officers appointed 
by Bonaparte for the ifland of Guapa- 
Loupsr, refpecting the renellion in that 
unhappy colury : from which it appears, 
that the infurgents of Guadaloupe have 
expelled the French Governor Lacrofle, 
and others, the magiftrates .ppoimted by 
the mother courtry, who dive taken ree 
fuge in the Bruith tettlement of Dominica. 
Having fent advice by an Englith flag of

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pirates. The expelled magiftrates of the 
French Government, and the Brith, 
heartily unite againft the infurgents of 
Guadaloupe, am! will take every flep to 
cruth them; but this will be no eafy tak. 
Acco: ding to letters from Mastinico, dated 
Dec. 15, the infarseétion continued torage 
at Guid. loupe with unabated fury. The 
. leader of it was the Mulatto Magloire Pe- 
lage, formerty a fave at Martinico. In 
1792, when the negrces rofe againft their 
matters, Pelage atfaifinated his miftiels, 
that he might plunder her treafures.

the Cape and Fort Dauphine. 

General Leclerc, in his letter, gives 2 
detail of his operations fubfequent to Mis 
landing. At three in the afiernvon of the 
4th, he reached Port Margot. Thedifem-— 
barkation was effeéted near that of Limbe. 
The enemy had one battery, which played 
upon the French; but they landed without 
lofs. The advanced guard reached the 
river attwoo'cluck. Gen. Chriftophe was 
pofted within half a league of them, at 
Morne-Englith; General Harcy, with his 
divificn, moved to that point: at half a 
league on the read to the Cape, he met the 
incendiaries, who had come to fet fire to 
the fettlements. General Leclerc arrived 
with the advanced guard at the Cape, to 
put an end to the firing kept up between 
the troops difembarked and the Blacks. 
The rebels had fet fire to the Cape Town 
by Gen. Chriftophe’s orders. Two expe- 
dfiions were oo their march for Port-dee 
Paix and the Mole. 

The Proclamation of the Chief Confal 
to the Inhabitants of St. Domingo aflures 
thera of their freedom being fecured, whate 
ever be their origin, or whatever be their 
colour; ftates, that all nations fave cele- 
brated the French ; fa@tion bas ceafed at 
home; and recommends to them to receive 
the French as Friends and Brothers, ** The 
Government (proceeds this decument) 
fends you the Captain General Leclerc: he 
has brought with him a rong force for 
protecting yoo aguntt your enemies, and 
againft the enenves of the Repuniic.

In the letter of Bonaparte to Touffaint, 
he ant:ounces the appointment of his bro- 
ther-in-law Leclerc as Captain-General 
and Chief Magiftrate of the Colony, and 
effares Toutfaine of his efteem and fenfe of 
the eminent fervices rendered by h:m te 
the French People. He allows, that the 
Conititution formed by Touflaint contained 
many good thiigs, but alfo contained others 
contrary to the dignity and fovereignty of 
France; and that woder the prefent bappy 
Rare 
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ftate of circumftances, it was expected 
that he, Touflaint, would be the firft to 
sender homage to the Sovereignty of the 
Nation; afforing him, that on his conti- 
nuing true to his country he ought to have 
ne doubt with refpe& to confiderstion, the 
fortune, and the honours that awaited him. 
Bat, on the other hand, as he was the firtt 
of his colour who had attained fuch power, 
he fhoald alfo be the perfon refponfible for 
the condu& of the people of St. Domingo. 

General Leclere, notwithflanding the 
eppofition of Touffant, fent him his chil- 
dren, whom he had carried out from 
France, along with the Chief Conful’s 
letter, and at the fame time made known 
to him that he would take on himfclf to 
receive his fubmiffion.

SIERRA LEONE. 

Difpatches have been received from the 
Governor and Council of Sierra Leone, 
dated 16th December Jaft, which fate a 
fuddéen and unprovoked attack to have been 
made on the fettlement by fome neighboer- 
ing natives, on the 3th of November. 

Phe folowing is the fubftance of the 
Governor and Council’s communication : 

4 On the morning of the 18th Navem- 
her, a body of Tinmanys (the fubjcs of 
King Foama and King Tom) made a fu- 
rivus and unexpected afl-ult on the fort. 
A fmall bur fel @ party of them, fard to be 
headed by two eebel fettlers, forced ther 
Way into the fart, fupported by a number 
of markimen, who kept up a very deftric- 
tive fire on thofe who advanced to repel 
them. Lu about 15 minutes Lieut. Lan- 
low and Serjeant Blackwoud, and one 
private of the African corps, Mr. Cox, 
Mr. Cranxapone, and fevera! others, were 
killed; and Governor Dawes, Aiefirs. 
Gray, Car, and feme “thers, were wouod- 
ed. Attensth a twail body of folders and 
fettlers colic@ted frens different quarter, 
and, headed by the Governor in pertor, 
gallantly pufhed torward, and with the 
bayonet drove the enemy from the fort : 
the retreat of the affail-nts fon heeame 
genera’. Their lols appears to hive been 
contiwerable, ail at bale jual nN (rae fof- 
trined by the defend: rs of the forr.

then a commoner and reprefentative ta 

parliament for Glafgow, and a licutenant- 
colonel of foot. He attended the military 
hofpital at Maeftricht as furgeon’s matey 
and removed thence to Ftufhing, 1747, aod 
afterwards affifted the furgeuon of the Colde 

ftream regiment under Gen. Braddock, 
whom he accompanied to England oh the 
peace, 1748, when only £8 years old. “He 
attended Dr. Hunter’s anatomical le@ures, 
and went with Dr. Fordyce to Paris with 

the fame views. Lord Albemarle was then 

Britifh embaffador at the French Court, 

and appointed him furgeon to his houfe- 

hold, bat he lodged as near as he could to 

the hofpitals. Here Dr. Gordon propofed 

to hina to return, and enter into partners 

fhip with him at Glafgow, which he did | 
after previoufly talking a courfe of leQures 
in midwifery with Smellie in London, and 
practifed two years with Dr. G. ¢ill the 
latter received a doCtor’s degree, when he 
continued to act as a furgeon, till, in his 
4cth yeafy he accompanied to the Conti+ 
nent James-George Duke of Hamilton, whe 
laboured under a confumptive diforder, in 
3769, of which he died in his rsth year, 
and Mr. M. recorded his malady and merits 
cn his tomb in the family burying-ground. 
The late Duke being of the fame fickly 
conftitution, his mother recommended hid 
travelling with the fame perfon, who had 
now Obtained a do&or’s degree at Glaf- 
gow, and they {pent no lefs than five years 
abroad, in France, Italy, Switzerland, and 
Germany. On their re:orn, Dr. M. ree 
moved his ‘family to London, and, 17795 
pablithed ‘A View of Society and Maa- 
ners in France, Switz-rland, and Gere 
many,” 2 vols. 8ve, which was favourably 
received, and gawed him no little credit. 
As he continued to be confulted by his 
friends till his death, he next publifhed, in 
1385, “4 Medical Sketcles,”” in whieh he 
is fuppofed to have offended fome of his 
brethren by the difcicfure of certain arcana 
which it is their intcrett to conceal; and, 
two years after, a like View of Society and 
Manners in {taty, 2 vols. 8vo, both which 
have gooe through feveral editions. In 
1739 he publithed “ Z:luco,” in which he 
traces the fatal effects refulting from ane 
controuled paifien on the part of a daring 
fon, and unconditional comphance on that 
of a foad mother; a character fo atrocious, 
it is huped, never exifted in real life, as itis 
calculated rather to aff-:@t the reader with 
hor: or than to warn him by example. Dr. 
M. was in France at the time of the Revo- 
lution, and, with Lord Landerdale, wit- 
netfed the horrid matlacre of Sept. 2, 1793, 
but quitted Paris two d.. ’s after. Soon at- 
ter his return he poblihed a Journal dur- 
ing his refidence in France, in 2 vols. 8vo, 
which is a moft valuable, amhentic work ;

As the purpofe of thefe differtations 
ate more important than to be watted 
in direct anfwers to all little technical 
matters (picked out from different au- 
thors), and hackneved references to 
‘* Goths and Saracens,” I fhali now 
proceed with my account of our an- 
tient fiructures. 
Tintern ABBEY. 

Firmly believing that in onr monaf- 
tie feclufions thete were men pious, 
charitable, and hamane, Icarned, and 
fhilled in the Fine Arts (fee their fump- 
tuoas edifices, one inconteflable proof 
at leaft), indutirious in the common 
trenfaGions of the world, chearful of 
heart, content of wind, and free from 
difimnlation, fear, orguile.—Thinking 
on thefe things as pollible fome ages 
gone, I gave into their impreffions ; 
and as I paffed the rock-divided avenue 
leading towards this difinguithed pile, 
I looked with a fort of fecond fight at 
every mofs-browed cave, or aged oak, 
asthough J faw beneath their gloom 
the white-robed brethren’s retiring fha- 
dows yet fleeting before my defcending 
tread. feemed to wave me on to 
the haunted fane, where round each 
rei& doorway, window, arch, or 
tower, in airy windings or earthly 
proftrations, they ftill fhewed me what 
remained of all that once was glori- 
‘ons. Thofe voids where erft had ftood 
the cloifiers, dometlic buildings, the 
North aile of the nave of the church, 
the groins, monuments, and abtars, 
thefe viftonary forms to aid ine in my 
firiG furvey filled up the lines 3n att- 
tades moft intelligible, whereby I 
found tbat here a chapel once was fi- 
tuated, there a tomb, a brafs, or 
fhrine, was placed in awfal ftate; in 
fhort, no circumitance was wanting to 
render mea trae jnfight into their moft 

ifhing day. As reveries muft give 
way to certatoty, as day ‘mutt fubmit 
to night, fol faw infenfibly fade on 


my memoranda all the accumulated 
ftores on which I had fo much counted, 
In. reality then, and in fober 
mood, 1 began to fketch my feveral 
views, and note my general remarks; 
and it was now I perceived real beings 
that thronged the veftiges of St. 
hallowed ailes. Without the po 
poor hoveled creatures demanded cha- 
rity from cafual yifitations, which once 
was doled to their forefathers in dary 
gifts in order, lacking neither prayers 
or holy offices, Within the fanéiged 
fpace, touriltical perambulators, fall 
of refined notions and high tafte, fport- 
ed off their feveral opinions by-way of 
giving hints for the tmprovement of. the 
natural defeéts and pretcnt condition of 
the edifice. One was for “ uafing the 
homer to advantage” in demolifhing 


-the pedimental finith at the Welt front, 


as prefenting an appearance extremed 
ungraceful, although he could not but 
own it befpoke the ftrong charatier of 
all fuch terminations. e mullions 
of the Welt window, he alfo mam.

That the writing was alfo to be read 
perpendicularly rather than horizontal 
among the Egyptiang, Chinefe, and 
Ethiopians, the Doctor confirmed 
fhewing me an antient fragment of fi- 
milar charaéters printed in China, 
where it was evident that it was meant 
to be read perpendicularly. 

‘I inclofe for your infpection a model 
of a ja/per, belonging to the Eaft India 
company, an impreflion froin which 
Is annexed to the Doédar’s volume, 
worked from the flone; by which the 
hiftory of the arts will be fomewhat il- 
luftrated, for the characters cut on it 
appear to have been done with a lapi-

the nations of Europe in any sefpeét. 

Now IJ, asa true-born Briton of the 
old fthool, cannot fuffer nry country 
to be run down in this manners and, 
therefore I, for one, declare that I ai 
not afraid of any inundation of French 
follies; becaufe I do believe, and in- 
deed § am greatly miftaken if I do not 
clearly perceive, that we are able and 
willing to furnifh a quantity of the {iid 
follies wore than fufiscient for our own 
confumption, that is, more than we 
want, or have the leaf occafion for ; 
and confequently there is not any rea- 
fon to fufpect that the courfe of ex- 
change will be long ‘againft us in this - 
particular branch of commerce. But 
as [ would not be accufed of dealing in 
vague affertions, and would avoid the 
national vanity | have juft cenfured, 
and as this is a matter which feems to 
prefs for imunediate confiderauon, and 
engrofles a large portion of our table- 
talk, I fhall endeavour to flate®a few 
leading articles in the trade of folly and 
vice, to prove thatas far as they are 
defirable, and deferving to be manu- 
factured or cultivated, we have no oc-' 
cafion whatevcr to buy or borrow of 
our neighbours, or to fend that mo- 
ney out of the country which may be 
{pent as profitably, or perhaps more fo,. 
within tt.

flatter myfelf, we are not greatly 
hiod the mott highly favoured nations, 
As to flops, fools, juts, and demirejys, 
if I thought there was any danger of a 
fcarcity, 1 fhould certainly be the firkt 
to propofe a bounty on the tuporta- 
tion; but 1 am convineed there are 
plenty in the country, even if we were 
not to manuficlure a’ fiugle anicle of 
the kind for teu years to come, or the 
year ending May 1, 1812. 

Extravagant expences is a commor 
dity of which, 1 am aware, confiderable 
dread is entertained., But, after a clofe 
inveftigation of the fubjeA, and many 
Jnquiries into the diffipation of finances 
in foreign couutries, 1 cannot think 
that our fill is capable of receiving 
any very important addition. Where 
the intention is to be ruined with our 
eyes open, the. only difference that 
cau poihbly take place matt be in the 
quicknefs of difparch; and whether 
we fhall be ruined a few days fooner 
or later (ior this is not a queftion of 
mouths or years) is furely a mauer of 
no great coufequence, or which, at 
Jeaft, need not alarm our fears to tach 
a dezree as fome people ale. We 
have carried gentec] embariaifments 
and polite dilireifes to great perfection ; 
our contempt for independence end 
moderation ts ably fipported ; and the 
manu §cture of excutes, delays. apolo- 
gies, put-offs, aud other cuemics to 
ftamped receipts, is certainly in a very 
flourifing ftute; a crcunsaiance which 
IT fhould not advance on my own 
knowledge,. if T could not appeal to 
the books of many very credituule arti 
ficers and fhopkeepers. The French 
mav be ood, dufers, becanfe they have 
Lately been tangtit to fwear hatred to 
this and that obnextous article, bat | 
queiion whether, with their atmoti 
ingenuity, they can exhibit fpecinens 
of avertion to pey-Gay more periedt 
than oecar amour us. 

Bat, as LT undertiand, the principal 
fear entertaincd is on account of an ex- 
peered tnandsuon of irrchigions princt- 
les. Here 1 qnit the very pofitive tone 

have hitherto held, and mati confefs 
chat fmeihing is to tre canceded to the 
Gi, crior ingenuity ef our neighbours ;

49. Wlutrations of the Truth of the Chrifian 
Religion. By Edward Malthy, B. D. do- 
ame fc Cbplain to tbe Lord Bp. of Lincoln. 
"THIS is a work which does great 

eredit to the ingenuity and diligence of 

the author, as it proves him to be a 


very excellent f{cholar as well as a_ 


ffound divine. He has turned his learn- 
ing, which appears to be confiderahle, 
to the beft purpofe, by applying it to 
-facred ufes. We had heard of his re- 
putation at Cambridge, where his jw- 
venile effays gained him many déftin- 
guifhed marks of honour; and we are 
glad to find that he purfues with una- 
bated ardour his fludious career, and 


has directed his attention to theological 


difcuffions. 

The principal contents of his work 
confift of eight chapters: 1. on the in- 
ternal evidence of genuinenels and au- 
thenuchy in the Books of the New 
Teftament ; 2. on the proof arifing 
froin the nature and ftrength of the 
prejudices of the Jews; 3. en the con- 
duct of the difciples ; 4. on the mira- 
cles wrought by the difciples during 
the life of our Lord; 5. on the fcheme 
of the Gofpel ; 6. on the character of 
Jefus ; 7. Mr. Godwin's milrepiefenta- 
tion of the Chriftian religion, and the 
charaéter of its founder, examined ; 
8. view of the defeéts of the evidence in 
favour of the Mahometan religion. 

Ainong other very excellent points, 
Mr. M- has difculled with great fair- 
nefs the ebjections raifed by Godwin 
againtt Chrittianity ; and his difciples, 
it any perfons are ftill weak enough to 
be ambitious of that title, will do well 


to confider the folid arguments ad-: 


vanced again(t their matter. 

The limits of our work confine us to 
a few quotations, which have ftruck us 
in the courfe of our perufal as highly 
creditable to the author. 

Speaking of the character of our Sa- 
viour as contrafted with other eminent 
perfons, whofe lives are recorded by 
thofe who had the beft opportunities of 
knowing them, he ob(erves, p. 267 : 
«< Jc was the remark of a great judge of 
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life, that the moft celebrated and dif 
tinguifhed characters never appeared fo 
eftimable to thofe who had an oppor- 
tunity of approaching them more 
nearly, and of obferving them more 
narrowly, as when the caution induced 
by thé prefence of {pectators was re- 
moved, and the exertion occafioned b 
the defire of gaining applaufe no longer 
continued.- Sycha clote and frequent 
infpection of the human condu& ferves, 
like the power of an optical glafs, to 
difcover that which is latent, to enlarge 
that which is minute, to deform that 
which is beautiful. If, however, we 
apply the obfervation which is fo gene- 
rally true of human nature to the n&r- 
ratives which contain the a@ions of 
Jefus, his character, even when fub- 
jected to this clofe infpetion, fhews a 
Juftre equally unbroken, and a beauty 
equally regular. Admitted to all ‘the 
familiwrity of focial intercourfe, part- 
ners of his retirement, and witnefles of 
his moft urying hours, the Apottles re- 
late every incident without difguife ; 
and from them we have a feries of 
fas, clearly illuftrating the habits, 
and completely developing the charae- 
ter of their friend and mafter. Yet, 
amidft all this variety of fituation and 
accuracy of detail, the only impreftion 
left upon the mind of an unprejudiced 
reader are thofe of affeclion and a ve- 
neration for the tranfcendental virtues 
of Jefus Chnii.” 

The concluding remark of the laft 
chapter is very excelent, and is ex- 
preffed with much elegance, p. 366: 
*“Chniftianity appeared in a moft en- 
lightened age; it has attraéted the no- 
tice and challenged the fcrutiny of the 
acute and intelligent; vet, in the fpace 
of 18 centuries, no one decifive mark 
of fraud has been fixed upon, as affeQ- 
ing the condu@ or doctrines of its 
founder. On the contrary, the mere 
accurate the fearch, and the more 
piercing the fcrutiny into its authority, 
the charaéters of truth have appeared 
with undiminifhed, nay increafed 
luftre.” oo 

‘< If the revolution of fo many 
has failed to reveal one indubitable 
trace of fallacy in the origin of our 
holy religion ; if the labours of fo many 
iniellects have been baffled in the ate 
tempt to ftigmatize it as indebted to 
fraud or enthufiafm for its fuccefs; is it 
probable that a few more ages rolling 
on fhall unfold the hitherto undifco- 
vered fecret of its human birth?

Surely, im the 
religion of Jefus there is futiicent evi- 
dence to warrant our faith, fulicient 
authority to rezulate our conduet, and 
fatticient encouragement to clevate and 
futiain our hope.”

A 
parochial benefice is by no means an 
unconditional freehold ; the duties and 
the emoluments are correlative. Sub- 
yet to thele obligations were all parith 
benefices accepted, and fubject to thefe 
they are retained. The fiation of 
a parochiol incumbent is his parifh. 
Many perfons have, as Dr. S. obferves, 
“affumed the clerical profetfion merely 
as the means of advantageoully purcha- 
fing a life annuity, on the clear pro- 
duce of which, after defraying the 
charges of management, they have 
lived at large in the world without an 
regard to the daues appendent to it.”

" The Giants Caufeway has been 
often compared to an honeycomb, 
which it certainly relembles much;

The powers of the bee feem 
to be limited; he can conftru@ his cell 
of no other figure than a hexa- 
gon, that is, with fix fides. 

Mathematicians well know that the

The extreme regularity of the Giants 
Caafeway pillars hes much ewbarrafled 
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Naturalifis: fome afcribe their regule- 
rity to cryfialtzation ; but the celebrated 
Mr. Kirwan has fhewn that in 
urticulars thete prifms differ fram au 
saown cryftals. 

Some modern Philofophers- follow 
the opinion of a French Naturali@, a 
M. Definaseft, who fuppofed the Giants 
Caufeway to be of volcanic origin, and 
that its regular prifins were formed i 
the currents of lava as they 
To this it has been ftrongly obj 
that fimilar figures have not been found 
in the currents of any known volcang, 

Dr. Hamilton and M. Monnet ab- 
ledge that thefe prifms were formed im 
the heart of the voleano, at the bottom 
of its crater, and that we mutt wai 
until the mountain decays before we 
can difcover them. 

But they cannot have been formed 
there, as regular bafalt prifins abound 
ou the tops of mountains, and alfo fe 
veral ranges of them are found placed 
alternately one over the other, formi 
accumuistions many firata deep and 
moft regularly difpofed, which, had 
they been in the crater of a volcane 
mautt have all melted into one mafs 
befides, thefe gentlemen make us wait 
too long for proof.

Foreign affairs are 
often obliged to give way to inward 
complaints ; and acolic, well told, has 
not unfrequently d.verted the horrors 
of inteltine war. Ilderly ladies are 
extremely partial to certain diforders, 
and never vifit without a body-full of 
aches and {pafins for the entertainment 
and inttruction of the company. To 
politicians the annals of the cabinet 
may be valuable, but they are nothing 
in competition with the hifiories of the 
bedchainber. Whoever pays his court 
to an wralcur of pain, mult expedt to 
be clofeted for an hour or two; and I 
brave a maiden aunt, whom for certain 
reafons (think proper to vilit, who ts 
wery pidturefque in the defcription of 
ficknefs. In her young davs the had a 
tolerable knack at a bad cold ; but her 
forte at pretentis the rheumatifm, in 
which fhe is perhaps rather prolix, but, 
by frequent repetition, eminently per- 
fpicuous.

The 
feveral arches, mouldings, compart- 
ments, pinnacles, ornaments, arins, 
the colouring, gildings, Sc. run in the 
fame degree of confummate excetlence 
es we of late witneffed in St. Stephen's 
chapel, Weftminfter; where allo we 
witneffed ® their havock, and_ their 
Yen:mants thrown out into the fireets, 
or coltefted by fome for pious preterva-

firft Qlory of this objet forms the tomb 
where under an atch lays the fiatue of 
the Bithop: in the return of the arch, 
near the head of the fiatue, are the vef- 
tiges of {ome paintings of angels bear- 
lag up the foul of Hatfield, no doubt 
intended as an allegorical reprefenta- 
tion how well fo roble and holy a 
man d:ferved a heavenly throne. The 
furrounding ornaments are enriched 
brackets for flatues, diamonded com- 
partinents, and thields of arms with- 
out number. The head of this tomb 
ferves as the platform for the throne 
above, afcended to by flights of fi 
on either hand (thole on the right 
deftroyed.) The feat for the bifhop 
of the fee is in the centre; and there are 
two feats on each iide for his chief 
officers of flute. Thete feats are backed 
by compartments, buttrefies, and ca- 
Nopics, giving the compleat finifhing 19 
this memorial of mortal and fepulchral 
magnificence. The whole is fo judi- 
cioufly united, fo exquiticly wrought, 
and remaining fo perfett, that ull 
now Hatfield's name never feemed to 
have been forgat, or held other than 
the revered fhepherd of his fold, and the 
faviour of his country*, Among the, 
many fpecimens left uv of the religious 
decorations of Edward the Thint's 
reian, [ have often noticed that their 
reverfel fronts give a varied defign to 
the principal one ; the maffes of each 
bore alike, it is cunfetfed, but in their 
fubdivifions changing ll into new: 
forms and new devices. If we view 
this tomb and throne of the great Hat. 
field from the choir, all is perfection ; 
if from the South aile of the choir, 
deleGiable varicty beans on our fight, 
thu’s ever by fach fcrentific transforme-, 
tions avoiding that dull repetition ef 
common-place obje@s which pervade 
the decorations of other flyles of ar- 
chiteciure f.

eifort is deficient, and extremely fo, 
both in point of candour as well as 
accuracy. Hie uncandidly — charges 
Viator Minor* with what belongs to 
Mr. Windiars and Falconer, as to the 
correction of Pliny’s 127 columns ; 
paffes by unnotice! Fin.io-technon’s cor- 
roborauon of ihe wrath «f that correc- 
tion in the ordination of the ichnogra- 
shic plan forthe Ephefian Diana per- 
heaiy conformable to the documents 
of Virrius, the drawing of which 
defign r°lilostechion will putinto your 
hands, Mr. Urban, to make what ufe 
you pleaie of it. The next charge 
again‘t this gentleman is, the uncandid 
ufe he makes of a trifling to phic 
inaccuracy in Philo-technon's firft let- 
ter on this frbjcet of the Ephefian Dia- 
nat, which, however, no more af- 
feéts the merits of the controverfy than 
the error exaétly parallel, which Ob- 
fervator himfelf falls into by calling the 
Diana mentioned in chip Tt. book TIT. 
atemple at Rome iriftead of Magnefa, 
as aticrted by Vitruvius in chap I. ib.

XIV. book XXXVI. fay that Cteti- 
hon was the architect of the Ephefian 
Jiana, cited by Vitruvius, in his days, 
as an example of a diptere in Octaftyle, 
or eight columns in front. Now, Mr. 
Urban, where is the good fenfe and 
eccuracy in the infinuation of Obfer-

vator, that by the conflagration of the 
root and interior tiaiber work, columns 
ot above eight feet diameter charged 
with marble epiftvles of fo enormous 
a fize as to put Metagenes’s brain to 
the rack to invent a machine to convey 
them, as his father Ctefiphon had be- 
fore done to convey the thafts of the 
columns, all to be fo calcined by one 
night's fire as to become ufelefs, and 
render a new fet of fill larzer and more 
numerous columns neceflary!

Lis tranflation of fro 
dian fuilowal. is Greek epigrams 
were invitly written when he was very 
younz; his Latin ones were occafio- 
rally intended for public reckation, and 
thiifhed at the ioilance of fome of 
fi vaptis; but his poetical tranflation 
ne Vier. men.ioted by Ficinus, ina 
Fever to Lorenzo, dovs notexit. His 
Ratours on the Paide@ of JSuftinian, 
igs coalitions and correétions of claf- 
Seal authors, zad the lef voluminous 
preres contained in hs works, are laft- 
SNe monuments of his erudition and 
Bwredufiry. bie offered his Inerary fer- 
Vices to Mathias Corvinus, king of 

Gant. Maa. Alay, i808. 
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Hungary, and to John IT. king of 
Portugal. “The unncral reputation 
his pen was held in, and his contetis 
with cotemporary litera, the defor- 
mite of hie perion, and the irateibiliny 
of his theesous and pleafant temper, 
are next recorded. Hed.ed, 1494, of 
grie!, ocearfioned by the misturtunes of 
the Medicens family, having previ- 
oully coticéted and ‘arrenzed his |et- 
ters for the prefs, at ibe defire of Pietro 
de Medici, ‘They were publithed 1512.

Where would be all thofe 
witratives of hair-breadth efcapes, and 
jtntuinent dangers from axle-trees, and 
poles, avd quick turnings, and back- 
inzs, which are the conftituent ingte- 
dients of eclat, and furnith converfa- 
tion for that immenfe length of ume 
which intervenes hetween one rout and 
another, and which at this feafon of 
the sear has been known to extend to 
eizhteen or twenty hours? 

No, fir; whoever calmly and phi- 
lolozhically confiders this mater, will 
acknowledge, with the convidion of

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often repeated experience, that ritks 
muft be run; that poles of coaches he- 
hind muft be forced through poles of 
coaches before; that legs and arms re« 
quire to be crufhed, elie why are they 
in - places where crufhing is an una- 
vowable uperation? thet {creams mak 
alar:n the neighbours yho are afraid to 
ftir, and guards be. called out to clear 
the way to which ‘they cannot ap- 
proach; that cloaths mutt be torn, laces 
redaced to tatters, wigs forced from 
their bafes, and the whole labour of 
the toilet defiroyed, before it can excite 
envy or admiration. And whoever is 
converfant in {uch campaigns of peril, 
will ever contemplate with a fond de- 
light chofe fainting fits ip mobs, where 
no affiftance can be procured, and 
thofe pantings for breath where the 
air has no accefa. Such are the chief 
charateriltics of the eclaé of a rout, to 
which «all the world” has been in- 
vited, and to which all the world re- 
pairs with an eagernefs that befpeaks 
the value and importance of the enter- 
tainment, bow neceffary to human fee 
licity. how indifvenGibte to rank and 
character, an w degrading to be 

left wu. "8 
But all, hitherto, is without doors. 
It is fomething abliractedly confidered. 
It would be fomething if it were to 
end there, and if the whole night's 
pleafure were only au effort to gain ad- 
mittanee. But it is liule when com- 
pared with the diflretfes and inconve- 
niencies holpitably provided within 
doors.

AS the Clergy of the Epifcopal 
Church of Scotland hold the ty 
of having a divine commifion chn- 
veved from the Apotiles, to preach 
the Gofpel, and difpenfe its Saera- 
ments, ])r. Campbell was pleafed to 
ridicule that do¢trine in a fermon 
preached before the Synod of Aber- 
deen, 1771. On thas fermon = the 
writer of this letter made remarks, and 
publifhed thein : and becaufe the Doc- 
tor iaintained that the Apoftolic of- 
fice crated with the Apofiles’ lives, the 
Prescher was called npoa to thew 
when, where, and in what perfon, 
that misfortune had hajpened, as by 
the rules of fair reafoning he was 
bond to do, his being the afirmative 
fide of the queftion. "B 


ut although the. 


learned Profeffor hath, after a fpace of 
30 vears, animadyerted, in his c 
fiaffical LeQures, upon fome of the ree 
marks then made, he has prudentl 
declined to prove that the upoftolic ofs 
fice has failed; well knowing, tht it 
was out of his power to point out ei- 
ther the time, the place, or the perfon 
required. He has, however, again 
attacked the unfortunate Epife 
Church of Scotland, and that without 
the fmalleR- provocation.

Fullarton and 
Sage, after being confecrated as afore- 
aid, might not only a& as bifhops of 
their own congregauons, but ordain 
prietts and deacons, and confirm young 
people in any part of the church where 
they were regularly employed? un- 
doubtedly. But more eipecially had

confecration, full extant, fhew. 1 may 
add, that the permanency of the Epit 
copal powers, where there is no con- 
nection with a flock, is farther firongl 
confirmed by the other fimile which 
the learned Lecturer makes ule of, 
that, to wit, of a Sovereign. Fer, 
Charles the Second was acknowledged 
Jawful King of England, Scotland, and 
Feeland, by all the three kingdoms, 
from the day of his Father's murder, 
although he was an exile for more 
than cleven long years, and all that 
time the reins of government were iu 
the hands of bis inveterate enemies. 

Having thus eftablifhed the validity 
of the ordinations of the Scotch Epifco- 
pal church, let us next enquite into 
our learned ProfetTor’s own title to a 
divine commiflion.

Graming then that Bithop 
ard Prefbyter were two naines, at > 
for the fame office ; and that in every 
Church there was a college of Bithops 
or Prefovters, with a temporary M 
gator at their head, which is our 
earned Principal's hvpothefis: fup- 
poe, too, thar this plan of govern- 
ment continued unaltered during the 
fir’ hundred years, but that, foon 
after, « change Legan to take place in 
fl 


a few chutches, where the clergy, out 
of refpect to the piety or abilities of a 
particular brother, either refigned their 
epi{copal powers of ordination, confir- 
mation, and government, to him, or 
at Jeaft ceafed to exercife them, that 
their beloved brother might be exalted 
under the name of Bifhop. Suppole 
this example to have been imitated 
in other churches, and that, about the 
end of the fecond century, it had be- 
come pretty general, and fome vears 
after prevailed univerfally, as our 
turer will have it. Suppofing all this, 
I fay, we moft alfo grant what our 
learned Profeffor likewife intimates, 
that, not long after, the Bifhop did 
not confider his eminence as a 
ant from his brethren; but claimed 
the right of ordination, exclufively, as 
his due. For, this, numberlefs ca- 
nons of the third century eftablith in- 
difpuwbly, as the Leéturer admits, p. 
221; and it is no lefs certain, that 


the great ludy of phe clergy, in all 
churches, fubmit to thole canons 
which refiried the af ordina- 


tion to the Epifcopal order, and afted 
under them from that date down to 
the Reformation, a {pace of about 1800 
years, without complaint or murmur- 
ing. For although Acrius, Collathas, 
and a few other proud and afpirin 
prefbvters, did perhaps complain, an 
therciore took upon them to ordain, 
the exception of thofe few confirms the 
general rule. And both they, and the 
fons on whom they had: laid their 
frands, were depofed in different Coun- 
cils, for their prefumption, and were 
declared heretics, ‘This is fo well 
known to be fa&, that no one, the 
leat acquainted with church hiftory, 
will call it into queftion. Now, 
refiricing canons here alluded to, be- 
ing made by the bifhope, clearly thew 
what were their opinions in thole days 
concerning the power to ordain: and 
the inferior clergy, by voluntarily fub- 
initting to, and acting under them for 
fo long a period, no lefs evidently 
proves that thev laid no claim to that 
power, nor believed that it 
to their rank or order: and as it was 
never reftored to prefbyters in any part
